THE Trump administration 
said on Monday it would end 
sanction waivers granted to 
India, China and six other 
countries that import Irani¬ 
an oil. The US fiat means 
these countries cannot buy 
crude from Iran after May 2, 
when the exemption ex¬ 
pires. This may hit India’s 
oil bill as crude prices could 


rise as much as 10 per cent. 

A costlier oil bill could im¬ 
pact the prices of almost all 
commodities as trucking 
and production costs rise in 
tandem with fuel price. 
However, the shock will not 
be felt immediately as In¬ 
dia’s fuel costs are decided 
by oil marketing companies 
such as Indian Oil, which 
have already contracted 
most of their purchases till 
the middle of this year at 


fixed rates. 

“Prices will take time in 
going up in India but unless 
the Organisation of Petro¬ 
leum Exporting Countries 
ramp up production, global 
crude prices can be expected 
to go up,” said Prof M Go- 
vinda Rao, former Member 
of the Prime Minister’s Eco¬ 
nomic Advisory Council. 

A US State Department 
statement on ending the 
waivers said, “The United 


States, Saudi Arabia and 
UAE... are committed that 
global oil markets remain 
adequately supplied.” Last 
November, the State Depart¬ 
ment issued 180-day waivers 
to eight countries including 
India, China and Japan to 
give them more time to find 
alternative sources of oil. 

The Sensex fell 495.10 
points on Monday as mar¬ 
kets reacted to news that US 
waivers were to end. P13

IT was supposed to be a quick va¬ 
cation, a reward for having com¬ 
pleted the grind of the Lok Sabha 
elections. For four Janata Dal 
(Secular) workers and a party 
supporter, however, the serial 
blasts in Sri Lanka, meant an 
abrupt end to their lives instead. 

The workers hailed from Ben¬ 
galuru while the fifth, L Ramesh, 
was a businessman in Tumakuru, 
who had recently canvassed for 
JDS supremo H D Deve Gowda. 

Another victim of the blasts is 
Nagaraj Reddy, a businessman 
from Bengaluru who had trav¬ 
elled to Colombo to receive an 
honorary doctorate. 

This takes the total toll of peo¬ 
ple from the state to 7, including 
58-year-old Razeena Khader Kuk- 
kady, who hailed from Surathkal 
and had settled in Sri Lanka. 

Two are missing and one per¬ 
son is injured and recovering at a 
hospital in Colombo. 

In a tweet on Monday, Chief 
Minister H D Kumaraswamy ex¬ 


pressed shock and grief about the 
death of his party workers. He 
confirmed the names of the de¬ 
ceased workers as K G Hanumna- 
tarayappa, the president of 
Matrushree Developers, Govena¬ 
halli Shivanna, the founder of 
Harsha Hospital and Harsha 
School in Nelamangala, K M Lak- 
shminarayana, panchayat mem¬ 
ber and M Rangappa, a developer 
from Vidyaranyapura. 

“All of them looked so happy 
and they sent us pictures of the 
flight around 2 am on Saturday. 
On Sunday morning, my uncle 
messaged us saying he was head¬ 
ed for breakfast and would call 
later. This was his last call to us,” 
said Shivanna, a relative of Hanu- 
mantarayappa. The group 
checked into the hotel around 
8am on Sunday 

Speaking to The New Indian 
Express, Shivakumar, the broth- 
er-in-law of Shivanna, said, “They 
had gone on a four-day trip and 
were due to return on 
Wednesday” 

Maregowda and Puttaraju, both 


developers and JDS workers, are 
said to be missing and the fami¬ 
lies have left for Sri Lanka to look 
for their loved ones. The six-mem¬ 
ber team of workers were joined 
by Ramesh for the trip. Maregow¬ 
da and Puttaraju stepped out of 
the hotel as they did not want to 
have the buffet breakfast and this 
might have saved their lives. They 
are yet to be tracked down. 

Meanwhile, 53-year-old busi¬ 
nessman Nagaraj Reddy, who had 
gone to Sri Lanka to receive an 
honorary doctorate, was having 
breakfast at Kingsbury hotel 
along with his relative Purushot- 
tam Reddy when the blast took his 
life. Purushotham is recovering 
at a hospital in Colombo and will 
return on Wednesday 

The state government has ap¬ 
pointed Anjum Parvez, Principal 
Secretary of DPAR, as the nodal 
officer to coordinate with the In¬ 
dian Embassy in Sri Lanka. “The 
Indian Embassy will provide in¬ 
formation on the other two miss¬ 
ing persons as soon as it is re¬ 
ceived,” the Chief Secretary said.

Suicide bombers were 
Lankan nationals: Govt 

Toll in serial blasts touches 290; 24 arrested so far

THE toll in the Sri Lanka terror at¬ 
tack rose to 290, with at least eight 
Indians confirmed dead in the Easter 
Sunday blasts. While no outfit has 
claimed responsibility for the attacks 
yet, the Lankan government blamed 
it on the National Thowheed Jamath 
(NTJ), a homegrown a radical Islam¬ 
ic outfit, adding it possibly had “in¬ 
ternational support”.The govern¬ 
ment on Monday ordered a judicial 
probe and clamped internal emergen¬ 
cy across the country. 

At least 37 foreigners were among 
the dead in the blasts that targeted 
churches and luxury hotels. Danish 
billionaire Holch Povlsen, the coun¬ 
try’s richest man, lost three of his 
four children. His family, too, was in 
Lanka on a holiday 

Government spokesman Rajitha 


Senaratne said all seven suicide 
bombers involved in the blasts were 
Sri Lankan nationals. And the presi¬ 
dent’s office cited intelligence inputs 
to point fingers at international ter¬ 
ror groups aiding the Jamath. 

With anger growing over the fail¬ 
ure to take preventive action despite 
intelligence alert on NTJ, a minister 
openly demanded the police chief’s 
resignation. 

Tensions remained high on Mon¬ 
day, with a bomb detonating as the 
police prepared to defuse it near one 
of the churches targeted on Sunday. 
Police also found as many as 87 bomb 
detonators at the Central Colombo 
bus station in Pettah area — the capi¬ 
tal’s ever-crowded business district. 

So far, 24 people have been arrested. 
A safe house for the bombers was 
found in the Colombo suburb of 
Panadura.

The Modi wave arrives five years late? 

BJP hopes to max its gains in North K’taka’s 14 seats, but unlike in fratricidal south, it’s a straight fight with Cong

DEEP inside Gulbarga district, in a 
village between Wadi and Rawoor, 
Girappa and Basappa, father and 
son and dual owners of a kirana 
shop, are engaged in a sparring 
match. Old man Girappa, attired in 
his traditional dhoti-kurta and tur¬ 
ban, speaks with the charmingly 
petulant conviction of age. Closing 
his eyes, as if to an advancing new 
reality, he declaims that his vote is 
for the grand old party - that which 
“always wins here”! 

Rudely interrupting him from the 
other end of the shop, shoving aside 
rows of colourful tobacco, shampoo 
and washing powder packets strung 
in front the shop, Basappa pops in 
his head. “Don’t listen to my father, 
he knows nothing. We’re Lingayat, 
and we’ll vote for the BJP.” A shrill 
battle of words ensues between the 
two - the election well could have 
been between the two! - and ends 
with the father declaring in a re¬ 


signed tone, “How does it matter if 
Basappa is my son, he can go wher¬ 
ever he wants!” 

This could be the zoom-in micro- 
cosmic portrait of the elections in 
North Karnataka - the tussle over 
the Lingayat vote. Its consolidation 
is something the BJP has 
worked hard for in this elec¬ 
tion - its unity is what had 
been the bulwark for the par¬ 
ty in its earlier wins too. Ever 
since their fellow caste man 
B.S. Yeddyurappa’s emer¬ 
gence, the Lingayats have 
leant towards the BJP in a big way 
Siddaramaiah’s gambit of dividing 
the Veershaiva-Lingayat community 
by according them a separate iden¬ 
tity is alleged to have been a non¬ 
starter in the last assembly elections 
- it certainly created bad blood. May¬ 
be there’s a counter-narrative, but 
it’s not audible. No one is uttering 
even a word on it this time round. 
Even the muttadhipatis have retired 
into their spiritual sanctuaries, 


away from the rough and tumble of 
elections. No visits from Narendra 
Modi and Rahul Gandhi to Anub- 
hava Mantapa, Bidar, unlike in 2018. 

Karnataka is perhaps the only 
state in the country where the re¬ 
gional nomenclature carries the 
stamp of other states - 
the North is divided be¬ 
tween ‘Bombay Karnata¬ 
ka’ and ‘Hyderabad 
Karnataka’ - a reminder 
of old historical maps. 
Gulbarga (or Kalabura- 
gi), the heart of Hy¬ 
derabad Karnataka, was once part 
of the Nizam’s dominions. Its dis¬ 
tinct ethnic flavours mean a mere 
consolidation of the Lingayat vote 
will not suffice to deliver the North 
to the BJP. The party is aware of 
that and is therefore working to pen¬ 
etrate other, smaller caste and re¬ 
gional vote-blocs - like the Mar- 
athas in the Bidar-Belgaum belt as 
also Brahmin and Rathore votes. 

The effects of the strategy are vis¬ 


ible on the ground, from the road¬ 
side tea-stalls to the village chau- 
pals. Mahesh Kulkarni, who like 
many other farmers in his village 
grows mostly toor dal and chickpeas 
(this is India’s pulse belt), is a Mara- 
tha who has been assimilated into 
Karnataka’s polyglottic landscape. 

As for his vote, Mahesh has little 
doubt that he and the rest of his vil¬ 
lage is voting for Modi. No matter 
how inefficient the BJP candidate 
has been, “Our vote is for national¬ 
ism,” he notes, adding that “Modi is 
international now!” Whatever that 
means - perhaps that the PM has 
managed to get international atten¬ 
tion to the India-Pakistan problem 
through the air strikes. No matter 
how much Yashwant Sinha grimac¬ 
es in his interviews about how 
Modi’s foreign policy has taken In¬ 
dia back to the stage where it’s 
again fated to live a hyphenated ex¬ 
istence with Pakistan on the global 
stage, the voters on the ground 
think otherwise. P6

“beggars” that they had “self-re¬ 
spect” , does not need ‘shoey 
gifts’ from an “outsider”. 

“If anyone has to beg, it is 
them (BJP), who will beg for your 
votes,” a visibly agitated Priyan¬ 
ka told the voters. “Go, tell them 
that the people of Amethi and 
Rae Bareli support those who 
stand amidst them,” she added.

Govt schoolchildren tend to 
Miyawaki forest on campus 

Plantation involves Japanese technique leading to fast growth

ON World Earth Day, there 
was a hearty celebration for 
children of Hennagara Gov¬ 
ernment High School in Hen¬ 
nagara village. They celebrat¬ 
ed the first birthday of their 
Miyawaki forest - 5,500 trees 
planted over half an acre of 
area in the school last year. 

The saplings, planted by 
Saytrees, a voluntary group, 
have grown into 10ft tall trees, 
making the area look like a 
mini forest. 

Eighty species of plants, 
like neem, jamun, silk, cotton, 
banyan, amla, peepul, guava, 
bamboo, honge and many 
more were planted, to create a 
Japanese Miyawaki forest. “A 
Miyawaki plantation involves 
planting of native species 
close to each other randomly 
on the forest bed, ensuring 
that no two similar varieties 
are adjacent to each other. Soil 
testing is done to provide or¬ 
ganic nutrition - we add bio¬ 



mass to the soil which is loos¬ 
ened up to a depth of 1 metre. 
Biomass like cocopeat, rice 
husk, cow dung or anything 
locally available is mixed with 
the soil to create the forest 
bed. This creates a micro cli¬ 
mate which promotes healthy 
competition among saplings, 
leading to faster growth,” said 
Durgesh Agrahare, head of 
Partnership and Project at 
Saytrees. 

The forest needs continu¬ 
ous maintenance, like water¬ 
ing, removing weeds and add¬ 


ing nutrients to help the 
plants grow into healthy trees. 

The forest on the govern¬ 
ment school campus attracts 
many children and has be¬ 
come an add-on study class. 
Teachers and Saytrees volun¬ 
teers are teaching the stu¬ 
dents about different species 
of plants and their mainte¬ 
nance. Students also take the 
initiative to water the plants. 

“The children are very hap¬ 
py to see the forest which has 
grown in no time. That is the 
speciality of the Miywaki 
technique. A 100-year-old for¬ 
est grows in just 10 years,” 
said Agrahare. 

A clean-up drive was also 
taken up as part of World 
Earth Day, with 25 volunteers 
clearing up trash in the 
forests. 

So far, Saytrees has planted 
over 50,000 saplings using the 
Miyawaki method, and aims 
to plant another 5,00,000 sap¬ 
lings using the same tech¬ 
nique in 2019. 


Women’s group comes 
together to battle plastic

IN Malleswaram, a group of 
15 women are spreading 
awareness among locals not 
to use plastic. The group, 
called Malleswaram Social, 
which calls itself a commu¬ 
nity which cares for society, 
is going to different stores 
like clothing, grocery, sta¬ 
tionery and others, 
and asking shop own¬ 
ers not to give plastic 
covers to customers. 

They are also talking 
to them about the ill- 
effects of the use of 
plastic. 

To curb plastic usage, the 
group made posters and 
handed them out to many 
store owners on Malleswar¬ 
am 8th Cross, which read, 
“Our stores don’t use plastic 
bags, don’t ask for them”. 

The women also gave 
away paper covers and 
handmade cloth bags. 


“We got out old bedsheets 
and clothes which are of no 
use, and made cloth bags out 
of them. We have also linked 
up with an NGO whi ch 
makes paper covers, and are 
picking up covers from them 
and giving them away to 
vendors. Cloth bags are also 
given to vendors for free. But 
where vendors are giving 
cloth bags to the peo¬ 
ple, we have asked 
them to charge the 
customers so that 
next time they bring 
their own bags,” said 
Upasana Narang, 
member of Malleswaram 
Social. 

So far, more than 100 pa¬ 
per covers and over 50 cloth 
bags were distributed. An 
82-year-old resident Saras- 
wati, has was also part of 
the awareness rally, makes 
paper covers by herself at 
home, and distributes them 
to the vendors.

MAKING a case for primary 
school education to be in the 
student’s mother tongue, Vice 
President M Venkaiah Naidu 
on Monday said that this would 
not mean that other languages 
would be opposed. 

He was addressing gradu¬ 
ates at the 54th annual convo¬ 
cation of Bangalore Universi¬ 
ty. “Mother tongue has to be 
promoted and everyone should 
protect the language. This 
does not mean that we should 
oppose other languages. Each 
one of us should know to re¬ 
spect other languages and be 
proud of our mother tongue,” 
Naidu said. 

Talking about his term as the 
Chairman of the Rajya Sabha, 
Naidu said that he had made 
the provision for members to 
speak in their respective moth¬ 
er tongues. “It could be Kan¬ 
nada, Telugu, Hindi, Tamil or 
any other language, one must 
know how to express. Because 
of my efforts, now every mem¬ 
ber of the Rajya Sabha has the 
privilege to speak in their 
mother tongue,” he said. 

Naidu also addressed the 
feeling of embarrassment that 
some feel while talking in their 
native language. “Never make 
fun of your mother tongue. Do 
not feel shy to speak in it. We 
must all promote these lan-

On the topic of the devastat¬ 
ing bomb blasts in Sri Lanka, 
Naidu said that the time had 
come to end terrorism in the 
country. “It is proved that no 
country is safe. Terrorism is a 
big challenge for all the coun¬ 
tries and in spite of efforts, it is 
our neighbour who is training 
terrorists, which is 
unfortunate.”

City hospital botched surgery, 
killed mum, tweets Nigerian

A Nigerian man shared the 
medical ordeal and painful 
death of his mother after a sur¬ 
gery at a private Bengaluru 
hospital. In a series of tweets, 
he narrated the case of medical 
negligence, wrong diagnosis 
and exorbitant bill he was 
forced to pay. 

Sharing his mother’s story, 
Tobi Marshal said she had com¬ 
plained of back pain for five 
years, and was treated with 
therapy and medication in Ni¬ 
geria. In June 2018, she was di¬ 
agnosed with “degenerative 
lumber canal stenosis with in¬ 
stability and scoliosis at L4-5 & 
L3-4” at a private Indian hospi¬ 
tal in Lagos. 

Marshal alleged that the hos¬ 
pital has a reputation of being 
extortionists who lure Nigeri¬ 
ans to India and charge outra¬ 
geous sums for surgeries. On a 
budget of N3.6 million, he and 
his mother flew down to Ben¬ 
galuru for corrective surgery 

Just before the surgery he was 
told that it would cost him double 


the amount, as the Lagos hospi¬ 
tal had made a wrong diagnosis. 

After her discharge on De¬ 
cember 4, 2018, Marshal said 
his mum’s condition began to 
deteriorate. This led to another 
round of hospital trips which 
cost them about N6 million. 
“On December 19, results 
showed that she had bacteria 
meningitis which led to stroke 
due to complications from the 
spinal surgery...” he narrated. 
She left the ICU nine days later 
and later passed away 

Meanwhile, the hospital alleg¬ 
edly handed him an estimated bill 
of $12,500. He visited a lawyer in 
India, who reportedly told him 
that he had dealt with similar cas¬ 
es of Nigerians being cheated. 

“You could go to China or Ko¬ 
rea but please stay away from 
India they are heartless,” he 
tweeted. Twitterati picked up 
the story and tagged external 
affairs minister Sushma 
Swaraj and the hospital, seek¬ 
ing justice for the Nigerian. 

However, the hospital in 
question couldn’t be contacted 
till the edition went to print.

They tore the net, and when 
Lakshmi tried to stop them 
they pulled her by hair and 
assaulted her. They pushed 
her on the ground and kicked 
her. Kalainavi and Nalini 
rushed to her help. 
They called their 
friends, Yesu, Ananda 
and Sudha, who came 
to the spot and assault¬ 
ed Kalaivani and Nalini 
and left from there. 

An investigating officer 
said, “We have taken up the 
case against the assaulters 
and are investigating. They 
claim that the mosquito net 
was blocking their way and 
they asked her to remove it.”

EPLETING FOREST COVER 


Kuvempu University continues construction in Bhadra Reserve

WILDLIFE activists, students 
and staff are up in arms against 
the continuing construction ac¬ 
tivity by Kuvempu University in 
the Singhanamane State Forest 
of Lakkavali Range in Bhadra Ti¬ 
ger Reserve. The university has 
cleared large tracts of forest land 
for building a stadium, hostel and 
a road even before obtaining a for¬ 
est clearance. 

Last year, the university had 


cleared 30 acres of forest land for 
construction of a second stadium 
and is now building half a kilom¬ 
eter of road that falls in the Al- 
dara section of Lakkavali Range. 
Students and staff further allege 
that the university has been in¬ 
dulging in clearing large tracts of 
forest land. “We often see tigers 
and other ungulates, but the on¬ 
going works has disturbed the 
wildlife to a large extent. We are 
pained to see such disregard for 
nature what with the university

having a wildlife department.” 
However, university officials say 
extension works were needed for 
the benefit of students and per¬ 
mission has been acquired. 

Forest land equalling 323 acres 
were granted on lease to the uni¬ 
versity on condition that no con¬ 
struction work would be taken up 
without permission. 

Meanwhile, Bhadra Wildlife 
Division Conservator of For¬ 
ests (CF), Dhananjaya S, told 
TNIE the university applied for 


forest clearances but permis¬ 
sion is yet to be given. He said, 
“They have submitted an online 
application for forest clearanc¬ 
es and Stage 1 and 2 clearances 
is yet to come. Legally, they are 
not supposed to take up any 
works till the permission 
comes. The university have tak¬ 
en up the work as they believe 
they will get the permission. 
Since the ongoing works are 
for benefit of the student com¬ 
munity, we have not stopped it. 
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Neighbours attack 
couple with pots 
over dog poop, waste

On Saturday morning, when Bhagy¬ 
amma was cleaning the area in front of 
her house, she saw that the dogs had 
created a mess again. She approached 
Sudha and told her she was tired of 
cleaning up after her and told her to 
take her dogs away. Sudha started argu¬ 
ing with Bhagyamma, but Ramesh in¬ 
tervened and said that he would clean 
the mess. 

“Later that evening, there was a knock on the door and 
when my wife opened it, Venkatesh and two other men 
who were there on the other side started pulling her by her 
hair, tore her clothes and assaulted her. When I heard her 
cry I came out was attacked by them as well,” said Ramesh. 

Bhagyamma rushed to call the police after she saw her 
husband bleeding profusely from his head.

THE second phase of Lok Sabha 
elections in 14 constituencies of 
Karnataka is a real test for BJP 
leader B S Yeddyurappa and his 
party, that had won 11 out of 14 
seats in the Lingayat heartland in 
the 2014 polls. The party lost Bel¬ 
lary to Congress in 2018 bypolls. 

In the 14 constituencies of South 
Karnataka that went to polls in the 
first phase on April 18, the BJP 
may gain to some extent, due to in¬ 
fighting in the coalition camp, but 
up north, it’s a direct contest be¬ 
tween the two national parties. Un¬ 
der Yeddyurappa’s leadership, the 
BJP had done well in the region in 
2018 assembly elections and Tues¬ 
day’s polls will again test if he still 
holds sway over the dominant Lin¬ 
gayat community or if his influ¬ 
ence is waning. 

For Yeddyurappa, the results in 
these constituencies will be crucial 
to assert his undisputed authority 
within the party, especially during 
possible political changes in the 
BJP state unit post Lok Sabha polls. 

Many senior BJP leaders, in¬ 
cluding Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi, have expressed doubts over 
the stability of the coalition gov¬ 
ernment, especially after the LS 
polls. Even Congress leaders like 
Siddaramaiah had expressed con¬ 
cerns about it, if BJP does well in 



the elections. In such a situation, 
Yeddyurappa’s standing within 
the party depends on B JP’s perfor¬ 
mance in the LS polls. 

While a change in the BJP state 
unit seems imminent after the 
elections, what will happen there¬ 
after is not clear. 

Yeddyurappa has made it clear 
that he will continue to work as 
opposition leader in the state as¬ 
sembly if he was moved out of 
party president’s position. How¬ 
ever, it all depends on the outcome

“North Karnataka is very im¬ 
portant for the BJP and current 
developments indicate that it has 
an edge in the region,” said politi¬ 
cal analyst M K Bhaskar Rao. “The 
Lingayat community felt that 
there was an attempt to divide 
them during 2018 polls. Now, min¬ 
isters Shivakumar and Patil and 
others have only confirmed their 
doubts by issuing conflicting state¬ 
ments. All this has not helped the 
Congress in the region,” he said. 

Water Resources Minister D K 
Shivakumar had apologised to 
people for Siddaramaiah govern¬ 
ment’s decision recommending 
separate religion status for Lin- 
gayats, while his senior cabinet 
colleague and an embarrassed 
Home Minister MB Patil — who 
was in the forefront of the sepa¬ 
rate religion agitation — hit back 
and affirmed that they will con¬ 
tinue with the demand. Ironically, 
except Patil all ministers from the 
community, who were in the fore¬ 
front of the agitation had lost in 
the assembly elections. 

While the Congress hopes to re¬ 
gain its lost ground in North Kar¬ 
nataka by consolidation of AHI- 
NDA (Kannada acronym for 
minorities, dalits and backward 
classes) votes, the Lingayat strong¬ 
man in the BJP, will be trying to 
reassert his hold over the region 
and within his own party.

ers and 9,196 pregnant voters. 

Assistant Election Officer and 
City Corporation Commissioner 
Veerendra Kundagol told 
TNIE t \lat autorickshaws 
have been stationed to 
help pregnant women 
and physically chal¬ 
lenged people to trans¬ 
port them to polling 
booths. “Pregnant 
women are allowed to 



vote directly without standing in 
queues like other voters. One 
booth has been been set up 
for physically challenged 
people,” he said. 

Kundagol said if preg¬ 
nant women come in 
their own vehicle, then 
they will be escorted by 
NSS volunteers from the 
gate to the polling booth. 
“If they have a problem 


of mobility due to last stage of 
their pregnancy, we will provide 
wheelchairs. Even physically 
challenged voters will be given 
wheelchairs at the booth, de¬ 
pending on their condition,” he 
added. He said, as there are good 
number of such voters in the 
constituency providing facilities 
like this will help in attaining in¬ 
creased voter turnout. 

District Health Officer Dr M S 


Tripulamba said the health de¬ 
partment has given all the neces¬ 
sary facilities and sources like 
first aid kits, ambulance facility 
and necessary drugs to all poll¬ 
ing booths in case of medical 
emergencies.

Ricocheting effect of Colombo blasts traumatises Karnataka families. Express brings you harrowing tales from those bereaved

A private company employee 
and a resident of Kurugod taluk 
near Ballari city had a narrow 
escape when the blast took place 
at Colombo’s Shangri-La Hotel. 

Speaking to The New Indian 
Express over phone from Sri 
Lanka, Rajashekar Meti said, “I 
was on a holiday with my 
friends and had come here on 
April 15. We came to Colombo 
yesterday (April 21) as we had a 
flight in the evening. We decid¬ 
ed to take a walk around the 
city after breakfast. However, 
just when we stepped out of our 
hotel we heard a loud noise. We 
had no clue what it was. The se¬ 
curity guards at the hotel im¬ 
mediately called us back in and 
locked the gates behind us. 
They were in a state of panic.” 

Recalling the horror, he said 
what they heard next was peo¬ 
ple screaming outside, there 
was smoke in the air and ambu¬ 
lances and police vehicles were 
everywhere. “We were told that 
this is the first blast in many 
years. Soon, we were shifted to 
another hotel in Bentota, 85km 
away from Colombo,” he said. 

“As the news spread, our 
family members became a wor¬ 
ried lot and were trying to 
reach us. But we could contact 
them only after reaching our 
destination as there was no 
network. I will return to Kar¬ 
nataka on Tuesday night and 
will head straight home from 
the airport.”

His family waited till Monday afternoon...

WHEN they heard about the 
blasts in Sri Lanka on Easter 
Sunday, businessman Nagaraj 
Reddy’s family anxiously wait¬ 
ed here for news of him. They 
were hoping that he was safe. 

However, as the day pro¬ 
gressed and news of the se¬ 
verity of the blasts started 
trickling in, their anxiety 
mounted as they were unable 
to get in touch with him. On 
Monday afternoon, their wait 
ended in a shock as they were 
told of his death when anoth¬ 


er relative identified his body 
in Colombo. 

A businessman from BTM 
layout in Bengaluru, Nagaraj 
(53), was in Sri Lanka on a trip 
to receive an honorary doctor¬ 
ate from an University in Co¬ 
lombo. He was having break¬ 
fast at a restaurant with his 
relative Purushotham Reddy 
when the blasts shattered their 
lives.

He is survived by his wife, 
two daughters and a son. The 
family, earlier involved in the 
real estate business in Bengal¬ 
uru, had later invested abroad 
in the infrastructure sector. 
According to sources, Nagaraj 
owned a mall in Turkey and 
had also invested in a local 
football team as well as an IT

THE death of Ramesh L Gowda 
(44), in the serial blasts in Sri 
Lanka, has thrown the entire 
political circuit in Tumakuru 
into mourning. The business¬ 
man, who was holidaying in Sri 
Lanka when he was killed in 
the blasts, had friends across 
political parties and was a pop¬ 
ular figure in the city. 

Friends remembered him on 
Monday with grief. “We were 
batchmates at Sarvodaya PU 
college here. The news came as 
a big shock to me personally. 
We would study in different 
sections but used to mingle af¬ 
ter classes,” said city BJP MLA 
GB Jyotiganesh. He spent the 
day consoling Ramesh’s family 
at their resident in Saras- 
wathipura in the city. 

For the Lok Sabha elections, 
Ramesh had canvassed for for¬ 
mer Prime Minister HD Deve 
Gowda against Jyotiganesh’s 
father GS Basavaraju, the BJP 
candidate. However, this did 
not have any effect on their 
friendship as he had supported 


Jyotiganesh in last year’s as¬ 
sembly polls, friends said. 

The family members were 
also visited by Deputy Chief 
Minister G Parameshwara who 
also held Ramesh in high re¬ 
gard. “He was a very active 
young politician and it is a 
great loss for the field. His mor¬ 
tal remains will arrive by Tues¬ 
day evening,” Parameshwara 
told reporters. 

Originally from Kunigal, 
Ramesh Gowda had been living 
in Tumakuru for several dec¬ 
ades. He operated three bars 
and restaurants on lease from 
two liquor barons DS Kumar 
and Batlee Murthy 

After voting for Tumakuru 
concluded on April 18, he 
joined his JD (S) friends from 
Nelamagala for a vacation in 
Sri Lanka. “He informed the 
family and also sent pictures of 
the hotel Shangri-la where they 
were staying,” said Puneeth, a 
relative. He leaves behind his 
wife Manjula and their teenage 
daughter Deeksha, who ap¬ 
peared for her SSLC exams this 
year as well as a son, Shobit, a 
grade three student.

“MY father was so eager to 
step into our newly-built 
house. A month ago he hosted 
a grand housewarming cere¬ 
mony. I can’t believe he is no 
more,” said an inconsolable 
Abhilash (21), the younger son 
of Lakshminarayana who was 
killed in the Colombo terror 
attack. 

The victim was a panchayat 
member. He went on the trip 
to spend some time with his 
friends after the hectic elec¬ 
tion campaigns. 

Speaking to The New Indi¬ 
an Express, the family mem¬ 
bers said that Lakshminaray¬ 
ana had called them just a 
few minutes before the bomb 
blasts. “He told us that he had 


reached Colombo and had 
checked into his room. He 
said that he would soon head 
out for breakfast. He sounded 
so happy,” Abhilash said. 

Just a few minutes after the 
call, the family heard about 
the serial blasts. Lakshmi- 
narayana’s wife immediately 
called him, but in vain. The 
family then sought help from 
their friends and relatives 
online. 

“No one answered calls and 
we were unaware of any de¬ 
velopment till Monday morn¬ 
ing until some JD(S) leaders 
and the local MLA came home 
to tell us about my father’s 
death,” Abhilash said. 

Lakshminarayan is 
survived by his wife and two 
sons who are studying in a 
private college.

SRI LANKA TRIP WITH FAMILIES

friend Govenahalli Shivanna last Friday, he had no inkling it 
would be their last meeting.

Soon after the Indian 
Embassy in Sri Lanka con¬ 
firmed the death of more Indi¬ 
ans, JD(S) supremo H D Deve 
Gowda was the first to acknowl¬ 
edge the loss of lives. 

Four of the six confirmed 
dead on Monday were identified 
as JD(S) party workers by Chief 


Minister H D Kumaraswamy. 
Cutting across party lines, poli¬ 
ticians visited families of those 
declared dead and missing. 

“I am shocked to hear that a 
seven-member team of JD(S) 
workers from Karnataka, who 
were touring Colombo, has 
gone missing... Two of them 
are feared killed... I am in con¬ 
stant touch with the Indian 
High Commission on the re¬ 
ports of those missing,” Ku¬ 
maraswamy tweeted on Mon¬ 
day By evening, the confirmed 
death toll had reached six, in¬ 
cluding a businessman from 


Tumakuru. Senior BJP leader 
D V Sadananda Gowda visited 
bereaved families from his con¬ 
stituency Bangalore North. 

Veteran Congress leader 
Veerappa Moily visited the fam¬ 
ily of Lakshminarayana in Dod- 
daballapur and confirmed that 
a team of MLAs will be sent to 
oversee the process of bringing 
the mortal remains back to Ben¬ 
galuru. Congress leader Krish¬ 
na Byre Gowda met families of 
M Rangappa and Hanuman- 
tharayappa from Vidyaran¬ 
yapura and Dasarahalli. Deputy 
Chief Minister G Paramesh¬ 


wara too offered condolences to 
the bereaved family members. 

The state government has ap¬ 
pointed Principal Secretary to 
DPAR Anjum Parvez as the 
nodal officer to coordinate with 
the Indian Embassy in Sri Lan¬ 
ka. Kumaraswamy on Monday 
confirmed that a team of Kar¬ 
nataka citizens were returning 
from Kandy to identify others 
killed in the terror attack. 

Home Minister M B Patil said 
names of the deceased will not 
be announced unless authenti¬ 
cated by the Ministry of Exter¬ 
nal Affairs.

Dr Raghuram G, neuro¬ 
surgeon with Columbia 
Asia Hospital, Srini- 
vasan and others had 
gone on a trip, and had 
visited all those places 
the bombings ripped 
through just a few hours 
after they left. 

The group returned to 
Bengaluru on Monday Dr 
Raghuram said, “We were 
in Galle when the blasts 
took place. Galle is 120km 
away so we were not aware 
of the blasts till our driver 
told us. We were lucky to 
come back safely” 

“The blasts happened 
on Sunday, at the very 
spots we had visited on 
Saturday. We were fortu¬ 
nate to visit those places a 
day before the tragedy We 
were to return to Bengal¬ 
uru on Sunday and were 
told to travel to the air¬ 
port six hours earlier, due 
to curfew,” he said. 

“Security was so tight 
that it took two hours to 
complete the checking 
process in the airport. 
The measures taken after 
the blast were good. The 
only inconvenience was 
stocking up food and oth¬ 
er stuff as curfew was 
imposed,” he added. 

Srinivasan, Dr 
Raghuram’s friend and a 
resident of Jayanagar, 
said, “We returned to 
Bengaluru and are safe. 
The hotel authorities, 
public and government of 
Sri Lanka took all meas¬ 
ures to send us back to In¬ 
dia.

Odisha gears up for third 
phase of LS, Assembly polls

OVER 92.56 lakh voters will 
on Tuesday decide the fate of 
417 candidates in the third 
phase of polls for six Lok Sab¬ 
ha and 42 assembly seats in 
Odisha, where pre-poll vio¬ 
lence have left several in¬ 
jured, including an EC magis¬ 
trate and a ruling party 
candidate. 

A senior poll official said 
preparations for the third 
phase have reached the final 
stage and necessary steps 
have been taken to ensure free 
and fair voting in 10,464 
booths. “Polling will be held 
in Bhubaneswar, Cuttack, 
Puri, Sambalpur, Keonjhar 
and Dhenkanal Lok Sabha 
constituencies and 42 assem¬ 
bly segments that come under 
them. All necessary steps 
have been taken to ensure that 
the polling staff reach the 
booths in time,” he stated. 

Claiming that adequate se¬ 
curity arrangements have 
been made for Tuesday, a sen¬ 
ior police officer said investi¬ 
gation was being carried out 
into the incidents of violence 
that were reported on Sunday. 
At Pipili in Puri district, a 
magistrate of an election fly¬ 
ing squad and members of a 
static surveillance team (SST) 
were allegedly attacked by 


BJD MLA Pradeep Maha- 
rathy and his supporters, 
when they had gone to the leg¬ 
islator’s farmhouse to carry 
out a raid. 

“Based on an complaint 
registered at Pipili police sta¬ 
tions, Maharathy was arrest¬ 
ed on Monday,” the officer 
said. In another incident, Odi¬ 
sha Pradesh Congress Com¬ 
mittee (OPCC) president 
Niranjan Patnaik and his sup¬ 
porters came under attack in 
Ramchandrapur area of Ke¬ 
onjhar district.Around 10 
Congress workers, along with 
Patnaik, were injured and 
their vehicles damaged Sun¬ 
day, the senior police officer 
said, adding that eight people 
have been arrested in the case. 

In Bhubaneswar-Central 
Assembly seat, bombs were 
hurled at the vehicles of BJP 
and BJD candidates. 

While BJP nominee Jagan- 
nath Pradhan managed to es¬ 
cape unhurt, Ananta Narayan 
Jena of the BJD, along with

The student’s parents and 
friends alleged that she was 
harassed by Sudarshan Yadav 
and named him as a suspect. 
The Raichur police have ar¬ 
rested Sudarshan, who is now 
injudicial custody 
Superintendent of Police 
Sharanappa told TNIE, “I can¬ 
not comment on the cause of 
death looking at prima facie 
evidence. We need to collect 
sufficient evidence to arrive 
to any conclusion.” 

The police in Raichur said 
they are awaiting the autopsy 
report.

Action plan to keep a check on 
inhuman transport of labourers

THE state government on Monday in¬ 
formed the Karnataka High Court that 
it will soon come out with a comprehen¬ 
sive action plan to check the inhuman 
transportation of labourers and school 
children in goods vehicles, earth moving 
equipments, trucks, and rickshaws. 

Granting time till June 3, 2019 to 
submit the action plan as asked by the 
Advocate General Uday Holla, the divi¬ 
sion bench of Acting Chief Justice L 
Narayana Swamy and Justice P S 
Dinesh Kumar said that the issue has 
to be addressed as it borders violation 
of Article 21 of the constitution of In¬ 
dia, particularly, the labour force. 

The court expressed its deep con¬ 
cern and anguish with regard to the 
manner in which the labour force and 
school children are transporting in the 
state. The court also observed that 
there is a similarity to the agricultural 
labour and transportation of agricul¬ 


tural produce. Narrating the facts in 
the Public Interest Litigation petition 
filed by Karnataka State Legal Servic¬ 
es Authority (KSLSA), the court cau¬ 
tioned that any lapse in this cause 
could be viewed seriously. It may also 
consider initiation of appropriate ac¬ 
tion against the officers. 

The KSLSA has filed this petition 
seeking directions to the authorities to 
ensure provision of adequate, afford¬ 
able and safe public transportation to 
students, children, workers and other 
vulnerable sections of society across 
the state. The ADGP informed the 
court that last year, the police authori¬ 
ties booked 28,914 cases and in the cur¬ 
rent year, 986 are repeated offenders. 
The police have also ensured safety 
rules for the passengers which ferries 
school going children in Bengaluru. 

In addition to this, the Labour Com¬ 
missioner and Transport Commis¬ 
sioner also drew the attention of the 
court on action taken by them.

There are also 
those like Prabhas Kumar, also 
a Maratha, who interjects, 
“Don’t believe what these peo¬ 
ple are saying, when they vote 
it’ll be different.” 

No animosity is visible, pri¬ 


ma facie. At a tea-stall in Bidar, 
Lingayats and Muslims and 
backward caste folks sit togeth¬ 
er and ask sagely, “Did you no¬ 
tice the Modi factor?” They 
laughingly add that North Kar¬ 
nataka may be catching the fe¬ 
ver five years late! North Kar¬ 
nataka indeed has its unique 
dynamics. The BJP did its best 
in 2009 when Yeddyurappa was 
the CM. Despite the Modi wave 
of 2014, it actually slid from its 
2009 showing and the Congress 
picked up more seats. But ad¬ 
mittedly, GOP veterans like 
Mallikarjun Kharge have had 
to sweat it out far more this 
time compared to 2014 - the 
wave indeed seems to have ar¬ 
rived five years later. 

The B JP’s Karnataka state in¬ 
charge, Muralidhar Rao, takes 


credit for the party strategy that 
kept the Congress and JD(S) 
stalwarts restricted to their re¬ 
spective prestige fights. “We en¬ 
sured that Kharge - who’s the 
Congress’s tallest leader (from 
the Scheduled Caste segment) 
- could not step out of Kalabur- 
agi even once to try and harness 
Dalit sentiments in favour of 
the party elsewhere in the state. 
Similarly, Deve Gowda and Ku- 
maraswamy remained tied to 
Mandya, Hassan and Tumkur. 
And Siddaramaiah mostly to 
Mysore. Whereas our BSY was 
free to campaign all across the 
state.” 


Rao claims the Congrees- 
JD(S) coalition arithmetic was 
what spoilt their campaign 
chemistry, not allowing syner¬ 
gies to develop. “On the ground, 
the workers of the two parties 
could not bury their traditional 
rivalry, and joined us in large 
numbers both in south and 
north Karnataka. Added to the 
Modi factor in this state - it’s 
playing out differently in dif¬ 
ferent states - this was a bonan¬ 
za for us,” Rao adds. 

But that’s the upbeat story 
from the BJP perspective, not 
necessarily shared by those 
viewing it from the other side 


of the room. In seats like Ut- 
tara Kannada, Davangere, Kop- 
pal - all in the north, which the 
BJP treats as its stronghold - 
JD(S) candidates acted as a 
spoiler for the Congress, with 
their votes exceeding the vote 
differential between the BJP 
and the Congress. The coalition 
has ensured that in the second 
phase at least, it’s a straight 
fight between the Congress and 
the BJP. So the degree of des¬ 
peration in some ways has been 
lesser than in the south, where 
the top leadership of the GOP 
had to rally behind the coali¬ 
tion partners to give them face¬ 
saving wins in their prestige 
fights. Plus, the Vokkaliga-Lin- 
gayat dichotomy of Karnataka 
politics was better handled 
through the prism of coalition. 


“It allowed us to field our Lin- 
gayat candidates in some con¬ 
stituencies in the north, leav¬ 
ing it to Siddaramaiah’s 
Kuruba and AHINDA (OBC, 
Muslim, Dalit) equation to play 
out in the south, and the Li- 
AHINDA (breakaway Lingayat 
and AHINDA) to pay some divi¬ 
dends in the North,” says K.C. 
Venugopal, Congress in-charge 
of Karnataka. 

Free poaching on each oth¬ 
er’s candidates by the two par¬ 
ties has also resulted in a bit of 
confusion among voters, some 
of whom decry the fact that no 
political party has actually ad¬ 
dressed the issue of concern in 
these arid zones - the water cri¬ 
sis, the drought, delayed pro¬ 
ject implementation. Curiously 
employment is not such a big 


issue for Karnataka youth, who 
can still hope to swing “some¬ 
thing in the IT sector”. Nor the 
GST rigmarole. “Unlike the 
north, we in southern India 
prefer to live by rules, however 
tough they are,” says a motor¬ 
cycle showroom owner from 
Mysore, on his train ride back 
from Sholapur. 

Karnataka is the only south¬ 
ern state where the BJP hopes 
to post a handsome win, max¬ 
imising the 28 seats on offer, 
offsetting whatever losses it 
faces elsewhere. For the Con¬ 
gress, it is not just about a pres¬ 
tige fight in a few seats. It is 
about existential questions - 
that too in a state into which 
Indira Gandhi and Sonia Gan¬ 
dhi could walk any day and win 
an election!

een from the vantage 
point of Uttar Pradesh, 
the 2019 elections are 
about the Modi factor 
rather than a Modi 
wave. In fact, the ground 
sentiment suggests that it’s a 
wave-less election. Rather, a 
new permutation and combi¬ 
nation of caste-community 
arithmetic and correspond¬ 
ing political loyalties have 
emerged as the determinant 
of the electoral choices. 
Hence, understanding demog¬ 
raphy holds key to the politi¬ 
cal fortunes of both the BJP 
and the Mahagathbandhan. 
While the first phase in Uttar 
Pradesh is popularly expected 
to brighten up the chances of 
the opposition alliance on ac¬ 
count of a positive interplay 
of social and political factors, 
wherein the Ajit Singh-led 
RLD added a thick section of 
Jats to the social base of SP 
and BSP—the Muslims and 
Jatav Dalits, constituting a 
demographic majority in the 
second phase in Braj region 
of western Uttar Pradesh— 
the demography is evenly dis¬ 
tributed in favour of both al¬ 
liances, with BJP expected to 
do better than the first phase. 

However, in the third phase, 
when voting takes 
place for 10 seats on 
April 23, the demo¬ 
graphic preponder¬ 
ance of Yadavs and 
Muslims in combi¬ 
nation with Jatav 
Dalits spells trouble 
for the saffron party 
The constituencies 
of Firozabad, Main- 
puri, Eta, Badayun, 

Aonla and Sambhal 
have thick Yadav, 

Jatav and Muslim 
presence, while Moradabad, 
Rampur, Bareilly and Pilibhit 
have a large Muslim and Dalit 
base. Despite the Modi wave 
in 2014, the Samajwadi Party 
retained Firozabad, Mainpuri 
and Badayun seats on account 
of conducive demography 

The BJP faces imminent de¬ 
feat in Firozabad, Mainpuri, 
Badayun, Sambhal, Mo¬ 
radabad and Rampur, while 
in Eta, Aonla and Bareilly, a 
close contest is expected, with 
Pilibhit being the only com¬ 
fortable seat, where Varun 
Gandhi is contesting after 
shifting from Sultanpur. 

More than the demographic 
arithmetic, it’s the positive 
chemistry between the social 
support base of SP and BSP 
that is giving the alliance mo¬ 
mentum. In debates on wheth¬ 
er the decades-old socio-polit¬ 
ical antagonism between the 
core support bases of SP and 
the BSP-dominant intermedi¬ 
ary caste of Yadavs and politi¬ 
cally assertive Dalits and Jat- 
av-Chamars would respond to 
the alliance between Akhile- 
sh Yadav and Mayawati, the 
assumption was that while 
BSP has the ability to transfer 
its Dalit vote to the ally, the 
same isn’t true of SP. But I 


found in my fieldwork that 
not only are Yadavs and Jatav 
Dalits transferring each oth¬ 
er’s vote to the alliance candi¬ 
dates, they are even spirited 
in their support to each other. 
In many villages in the region 
with a mixed population of 
both castes, a newly emerged 
bonhomie was witnessed. The 
primary reason behind this 
was a shared sense of tangi¬ 
ble loss in the wake of BJP’s 
prominence. To both Jatav 
Dalits and Yadavs, the two 
and a half decades of political 
dominance of SP and BSP sig¬ 
nified their centrality in the 
power configuration in UP. 

This political psychology 
had its tangible dimension 
wherein during SP rule, insti¬ 
tutions of state like the profile 
of SHOs at police stations, and 
members of various govern¬ 
ment committees and com¬ 
missions etc, hailed from the 
Yadav caste in good numbers. 
Also, the community’s share 
in local governmental con¬ 
tracts was also substantial. 
Similarly, during BSP’s rule, 
the Jatav Dalits enjoyed a 
sense of relatedness to the 
corridors of power. Besides, 
despite the electoral decline 
of the Congress in UP, Mus¬ 
lims felt comfortable 
with either. This led 
to a sense of politi¬ 
cal marginalisation 
among a section of 
upper castes, non- 
Yadav OBCs and 
non-Jatav Dalits. 

With the BJP as¬ 
suming political 
preponderance 
since 2014, while the 
support base of SP- 
BSP nurtured a 
sense of marginali¬ 
sation, the upper castes, non- 
Yadav OBCs and non-Jatav 
Dalits feel a sense of proxim¬ 
ity to power as they have more 
representation in the legisla¬ 
ture, the executive and other 
bodies. It is this sense of loss 
that has created a positive 
chemistry between the Ya¬ 
davs, Jatav Dalits, and Mus¬ 
lims to offer support to alli- 
ance candidates. This 
bonhomie between the Ya¬ 
davs, Jatavs and Muslims has 
counterbalanced a similar 
chemistry between upper 
castes, non-Yadav OBCs and a 
section of non-Jatav Dalits. 

Since the Lok Sabha con¬ 
stituencies going to polls in 
the third phase have demo¬ 
graphic dominance of Ya¬ 
davs, Jatavs and Muslims, the 
opposition alliance is placed 
better. The BJP would find it 
hard to match the demo¬ 
graphic weight behind the 
Mahagathbandhan. 

However, any hasty conclu¬ 
sion about the electoral fate 
of the BJP in the third phase 
in UP would be erroneous, as 
in the fourth and fifth phases, 
when 27 constituencies will 
vote, the demographic config¬ 
uration will be in favour of 
the saffron party.

THE country goes into the 
third phase of polling, involv¬ 
ing 116 constituencies, on Tues¬ 
day, with some of the biggest 
political names in north India 
contesting seats in the cow belt. 

All 26 seats in Gujarat will 
see voting, including Gandhi¬ 
nagar, where BJP president 
Amit Shah, having replaced 
veteran LK Advani, is contest¬ 
ing for the first time. A total of 
4,51,52,373 voters are eligible to 
cast their vote across all the 26 
Lok Sabha constituencies, 
where 371 candidates are in the 
fray The BJP had won all the 26 
seats in the state in the 2014 
general elections. 

The lone seat of Anantnag in 
Jammu and Kashmir will see 
the first phase of three-phased 
polling, with PDP chief and 
erstwhile BJP ally Mehbooba 
Mufti locked in a contest with 
state Congress president GA 
Mir, while 10 seats are up for 
grabs in the heartland of NCP 
across Marathwada and coastal 
Maharashtra, where Sujay 
Vikhe Patil in Ahmednagar 
and Sharad Pawar’s daughter, 
the MP from Baramati, are fac¬ 
ing tough fights. 

West Bengal’s crucial constit¬ 
uencies of Maldah south and 
north, besides Murshidabad 
and Jangipur, where former 
President Pranab Mukherjee’s 
son Abhijit is contesting, will 
see nail-biting contests. The 
Bengal fight on five seats would 
involve some 56,76,325 electors, 
with 394 companies of security 
forces to conduct the polls. 
While the NDA is banking on 
consolidation of Hindu votes 
and a split in the minority 
share, the Trinamool is hoping 
to maximise its sway. The big 
fight is in Congress legacy-lad¬ 
en Malda (North) seat as the sit¬ 
ting MP defected to Trinamool 
and is contesting from the same 
constituency against her cous¬ 
in, fielded by the Congress.

Court: Bank can’t deny loan over Aadhaar 

The Calcutta High Court has ruled in favour of a woman without fingers 
on her left hand who had approached it after a bank refused to sanction 
a bank loan for her as she had failed to provide her Aadhaar card. The 
woman told the bank officials that she had lost her fingers in an 
explosion, but the officials refused to pay heed to her plight. Impressions 
of 10 fingers are required to be eligible to get an Aaadhaar card, and her 
application was rejected by the authorities. The woman moved the high 
court last week and the judge ruled that the bank could not reject her 
application just because she had not produced her Aadhaar card. 


Flyovers to end 
commuters’ woes 

The daily commute in Kolkata 
will be put on the fast track soon 
as the state government has 
decided to construct four more 
flyovers in the city. The 
thoroughfares in the city get 
choked during peak traffic hours. 
A three-kilometre-long flyover 
from Ultadanga to Girish Park, 
with an arm from Kankurgachi, 
will come up because the 
present road remains choked 
with slow-moving vehicles.

AAP MAY REPENT 
MESSING UP 
GATHBANDHAN 

t’s now certain that Delhi will witness a 
tri-cornered contest for all seven Lok 
Sabha seats as the ruling Aam Aadmi 
Party (AAP) failed to cobble together an 
alliance with the Congress. The bum¬ 
bling AAP Chief Minister Arvind Kejri- 
wal’s my-way-or-the-highway approach 
ensured there could be no honourable deal 
with the Congress, though it was well 
known that a fracture in the opposition 
would give the BJP a huge advantage. 
While the Congress wanted at least three 
seats, the AAP was prepared to give only 
two in a standalone Delhi deal. To part 
with three seats, the AAP wanted pacts in 
Haryana, Punjab and Goa as well, which 
the Congress was not prepared to concede. 
The Congress’ claim for three seats was 
based on its performance in the local body 
elections, where it did fairly well. Also, re¬ 
member it was the ruling party in Delhi till 
late 2013 with Sheila Dikshit heading the 
government for three successive terms un¬ 
til the Kejriwal phenomenon happened. He 
swallowed a large chunk of the Congress 
vote bank, much like the BJP ate up the 
Congress votes in Tripura to register a 
landslide there, but the grand old party has 
since made a smart recovery in the Capital. 
And the Kerjiwal aura is fading. 

On balance, the Congress appeared to be 
more accommodative that the AAP, since 
it kept a window open till the very last mo¬ 
ment despite state unit chief Sheila Dik- 
shit’s bitter opposition to the deal. But 
AAP’s cowboy approach to the whole pro¬ 
cess and its name-calling itch made it look 
like a really bad customer. The push for the 
alliance started when Congress president 
Rahul Gandhi met Kejriwal at NCP chief 
Sharad Pawar’s residence in Delhi a few 
weeks ago. The formula at that time was 
3-3 with one going to an independent. Ke¬ 
jriwal later jacked it up to 4-3 and got Rahul 
on board. But the AAP boss was not done 
yet, as he added other states to the basket. 
Sources said the Congress was prepared to 
give three seats to the AAP in Haryana, but 
the latter reneged. Kejriwal ought to real¬ 
ise that the politics of brinkmanship does 
not always pay If the BJP sweeps Delhi, he 
will have only himself to blame 

POLL VIOLENCE, NEW 
NORMAL IN ODISHA? 

B lood is being spilled on the streets of 
Odisha as the state scripts many 
firsts this poll season. Veering from 
its hitherto peaceful premise, the 
state, which has emerged as a high- 
stakes political battlefield in the 2019 elec¬ 
tions, seems to have taken the war quite 
literally as poll violence has been un¬ 
leashed in many regions. At least three 
murders and scores of incidents of vio¬ 
lence, including organised attacks on po¬ 
litical adversaries, have been reported 
even as the state is set to complete the third 
phase of elections on Tuesday with the last 
to be held on April 29. 

On March 25, the state was rocked by the 
gruesome murder of Ramachandra Be- 
hera, an independent candidate in the 2014 
polls, who was all set to join the BJD in 
Keonjhar, over political enmity. A BJP 
mandal president in Khurda, close to Bhu¬ 
baneswar, was subsequently gunned down 
with the party accusing the ruling BJD of 
the murder. In the last two days, violence 
has reached its peak. Congress state presi¬ 
dent Niranjan Patnaik and other party 
workers sustained injuries after they were 
attacked in Keonjhar. In Bhubaneswar too, 
there has been an unprecedented spurt in 
poll violence marked by bomb attacks on 
offices and candidates belonging to both 
the BJP and BJD. And former minister 
and BJD strongman Pradip Maharathy 
was arrested on Monday for attacking 
Election Commission officials, who had 
gone to inspect his farmhouse in Pipili for 
illegal stashing of cash and liquor. 

Odisha is not West Bengal, UP, Bihar or 
Andhra Pradesh where poll violence is 
prevalent. But this time, the state appears 
to be brazenly moving in that direction. 
And all three major parties are trading 
charges. The signs are certainly ominous 
for the state that has upheld high stand¬ 
ards of political civility over the years. 
This journey down the slippery slope 
might prove to be very costly The onus is 
thus on leaders cutting across political par¬ 
ties to protect and preserve the values of 
the democracy 
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With top contenders in every seat spending 
huge sums of money, the democratic process

MONEY POWER 
DAMAGING OUR 
DEMOCRACY 




a lthough the use of muscle 
power to capture booths and 
intimidate voters belonging 
to vulnerable social groups 
has drastically come down 
in recent years, the percent¬ 
age of candidates with crim¬ 
inal records still remains a 
matter of concern. But the 
bigger worry is money pow¬ 
er. During a recent tour of 
some constituencies in Kar¬ 
nataka, this writer heard 
from political leaders and 
those in the know that in 
most constituencies, candi¬ 
dates have to spend upwards 
of ?20 crore to be in the reck¬ 
oning. There was also near 
unanimity that some candi¬ 
dates in the old Mysore area 
had spent over ^100 crore! 
With top contenders in every 
Lok Sabha seat spending 
phenomenal sums of money, 
the democratic process is 
now out-of-bounds for the av¬ 
erage citizen. 

National Election watch 
(NEW) and Association for 
Democratic Rights (ADR) 
have been providing detailed 
analysis of the information 
provided by candidates in 
their sworn affidavits while 
filing their nominations. 
Their analysis of the 521 
members of the outgoing 
Lok Sabha based on their af¬ 
fidavits should be a matter 


of deep concern. 

The NEW-ADR analysis 
found that 174 of the 521 MPs 
had declared that criminal 
cases were pending against 
them, constituting one-third 
of the Lok Sabha. Further, 
among them, 106 MPs (20 per 
cent) were facing serious 
criminal cases like murder, 
attempt to murder, kidnap¬ 
ping, communal disharmo¬ 
ny etc. Thirty five per cent of 
the MPs belonging to the 
BJP and 16 per cent of the 
Congress and AIADMK MPs 
in the outgoing Lok Sabha 
have criminal backgrounds. 
However, the Shiv Sena 
topped the list. About 83 per 
cent of this party’s MPs have 
criminal records. 

As regards the financial 
muscle of candidates, the 
survey showed that of the 
521 sitting MPs, 430 (83 per 
cent) were crorepatis in 2014 
and they had average assets 
of U4.72 crore. About 87 per 
cent of the BJP MPs are 
crorepatis, as against 82 per 
cent in the Congress and 78 
per cent in the AIADMK. 
The average assets of BJP 
MPs was ?12 crore, while 
that of Congress MPs was 
U5.47 crore. 

A recent report by NEW- 
ADR after examining the af¬ 
fidavits of candidates in the

fray in the first two phases 
of the current Lok Sabha 
election is also revealing. Of 
the 2,923 candidates, the 
NEW-ADR analysis of 2,856 
affidavits shows that 464 
have criminal records con¬ 
stituting 16 per cent of the 
total. Of them 313 candidates 
have serious criminal cases. 
As regards the net worth of 
candidates, 824 of them—29 
per cent—are crorepatis and 
they have, on an average, as¬ 
sets of over ^5 crore. How¬ 
ever, this is the average of 
2,856 candidates. The net 
worth of successful candi¬ 
dates will be much, much 
higher when you look at the 
amount of money being 
spent in each constituency. 

A comparison of criminal 
records of outgoing MPs and 
candidates in this election 
shows that the new House 
will have its share of such 
individuals. What do we do 
with the fact that one-third 
of our MPs have criminal re¬ 
cords and 20 per cent of 
them are facing serious 
criminal cases like murder, 
attempt to murder and kid¬ 
napping? This needs to be 
reversed and the best way to 
do it is to bar all those 
against whom serious crimi- 
nal charges have been 
framed in a court of law 


from contesting elections 
until they are acquitted. In 
order to prevent vindictive 
prosecution, the courts must 
dispose of these cases on a 
priority basis as recom¬ 
mended by the National 
Commission to Review the 
Working of the Constitution 
which was headed by former 
CJI, M N Venkatachalaiah. 

Five decades ago, there 
would be large-scale violence 
during elections in the coun¬ 
try. States like Bihar and Ut¬ 
tar Pradesh were notorious 
for booth capturing. Promi¬ 
nent candidates in the fray 
would have their own armed 
gangs to disrupt polling in 
booths which were not fa¬ 
vourable to them. The gangs 
would open fire, chase away 
officials, capture booths and 
burn the paper ballots. This 
is now a thing of the past. 

But the other big issue— 
money power—has reached 
monstrous proportions. Al¬ 
though muscle power has 
been brought under control, 
spending in elections has 
gone completely out of con¬ 
trol and the Election Com¬ 
mission appears to be totally 
helpless despite huge de¬ 
ployment of observers and 
seizure of cash, gold, liquor 
and drugs meant for bribing 
voters. In the first two phas¬ 


es of this election, the Elec¬ 
tion Commission has al¬ 
ready seized close to ^700 
crore in cash, liquor worth 
?218 crore and drugs and 
narcotics worth U,152 crore. 
They have also seized gold 
and precious metals worth 
over ^500 crore. Although 
this is unprecedented, this is 
still the tip of the iceberg. 

Having travelled in some 
states and heard reports of 
voter bribing, one can safely 
say that although the EC has 
raised the permissible ex¬ 
penditure in a Lok Sabha 
constituency in the larger 
states to ?70 lakh, the spend¬ 
ing is upwards of ?20 crore 
per candidate. Thus, if we 
have two main contenders 
for each of the 543 elected 
seats in the Lok Sabha, the 
candidates and their parties 
would have splurged over 
^20,000 crore, mostly to bribe 
voters, in this election. 

With feudal, caste-based 
political families loaded 
with such huge, ill-gotten re¬ 
sources playing the game, 
democracy is becoming a no¬ 
entry zone for the average 
citizen. The EC must come 
face-to-face with this reality 
and find ways to stop the 
bribing of voters. Failing 
which, democracy will be re¬ 
duced to an absolute farce.

Watching out for 
bomb blasts in Lanka 

erendip, the old name of Sri Lanka, before Ceylon, was the 
word that gave the English language ‘serendipity’. The 
word means the occurrence of beneficial happenings by 
chance. But certain events that occurred during my offi¬ 
cial trips to the island many years ago made me feel like I 
was watching a Hitchcock thriller. The jolt (read blast) 
would come when you had least expected it. 

Samar, our institution’s Sri Lanka manager, made it a 
point to receive me at the Katunayake airport and drive 
me to the hotel in Galle Face. While driving, he would keep 
his ears pricked up for the sound of a distant bomb blast, 
or the blare of an ambulance or a fire engine, both mean¬ 
ing trouble. After the 1983 riots, when we were travelling 
towards the city, he asked if I would like to stop for chow- 
mein and banana fritters at the Chinese restaurant, just 
as we did during the previous trip. When I nodded eagerly, 
he said gravely, “We can’t, because it had been razed to the 

ground by a bomb, the next day 
of our visit. Had we chosen to

enquired about a blue packet in 
his suitcase. Without second thoughts he said, “Balm, sir.” 
The official was shocked, armed security guards rushed 
in. I stepped in to do damage control. “What he meant was 
a balm, a pain balm for his migraine. Not a country or 
cluster bomb.” With abundant caution, I opened the pack 
and allowed the official to sniff it. He did so cautiously and 
backtracked, crestfallen at his faux pas. 

Never will I forget my departure from the Katunayake 
airport that summer night, when Samar and his wife came 
to see me off. Suddenly, Samar’s wife snatched the board¬ 
ing card from me and walked away. “Not by this flight. You 
postpone the trip,” she said sternly after spotting a few 
Tamil leaders travelling in the same flight. I said if my call 
came from the Headquarters above, none could prevent it. 
Nothing happened to me. I am still alive since there was 
no bomb on the flight. But not so lucky were the hundreds 
who were killed and hurt by terrorists in Lanka on Sunday. 
The attackers, brainwashed by invisible players, have tar¬ 
geted innocent men, women and even children. Phew!

n NIE caught up with 
veteran Congress 
leader Mallikarjun 
Kharge in his home 
turf of Kalaburagi in 
Hyderabad-Karnata- 
ka, while he was on 
the last leg of his campaign. 
Up against a former protege, 
but more crucially against the 
formidable force of Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi’s 
election rhetoric, Kharge’s 
12th outing at the hustings has 
certainly not been an easy one. 
Excerpts from his conversa- 
tion with Santwana 
Bhattacharya: 

This is being called one of 
the toughest elections you 
have faced in your entire 
career. You managed to 
hold your ground in 2014 
against a massive Modi 
wave, but this time, 
post-Balakot, a different 
kind of undercurrent is at 
play. Has it almost become 
a direct Prime Minister 
versus Kharge contest in 
terms of narrative? 

This is a kind of hype the me¬ 
dia has created, building up 
‘Kharge’s constituency’ as a big 
fight. I know my constituents, 
each and every segment. They 
are my people, for whom I have 
done genuine development 
work, not jumlas — schools, 
colleges, university, hospital, 
roads, though some more needs 
to be done. And then the 2012 
amendment — 371J for the peo¬ 
ple of Hyderabad-Karnataka 
— which gives them reserva¬ 
tions in jobs and education, 


and other facilities. I don’t 
think my people will disagree 
about the work done. 

What has Mr Modi done for 
my region or state? How can it 
be a contest between him and 
me, he’s the PM of the country 
and I’m an MP... as for national 
security, we in the UPA had 
similar surgical strikes but we 
did not publicise it. The think¬ 
ing was different then, we don’t 
think it’s advisable to go to 
town about surgical or preci¬ 
sion strikes on Pakistan, there¬ 
by making the tactical strategy 
of our armed forces apparent 
to our enemy and the world. 
How does it help in securing 
our borders, the civilian popu¬ 
lation along it or the lives of 
our jawans in transit, like in 
Pulwama? These are serious 
matters concerning a hostile 
neighbour. Should national se¬ 
curity be trifled around with to 
score political points in an elec¬ 
tion? Is it not ridiculous to sug¬ 
gest one political dispensation 
is more concerned, tougher, 
and more nationalist than the 
other? The unity and integrity 
of India, the safety and securi¬ 
ty of its citizens, is equally im¬ 
portant and dear to all of us — 
that cannot be a point of debate 
or sparring in an election. 

Well, your current contest 
can be seen as a Congress 
vs Congress contest also! 
Your opponent, the BJP 
candidate Umesh Jadhav, 
was a Congress MLA till 
this February... the second 
rung of your party in your 
area joined the BJP

because they felt there’s no 
scope of growth (or a 
future) for them in the 
party... 

This person you are talking 
about (Umesh Jadhav), do the 
people in the entire constitu¬ 
ency even know who he is? He 
was an official in a govern¬ 
ment department under me. 
His father, a staunch Congress¬ 
man, was known to me. Dhar- 
ma Singh (late Congress CM 
and prominent North 
Karnataka leader) and I 
decided to encourage 
him, thinking we 
must get people from 
the backward commu¬ 
nities into the political 
system. And what he has 
done for personal ambi¬ 
tion...if he finds greener 
pastures, he will leave the BJP 
also.

You can’t 
leave a segment of the 
population unrepresented 
in the assembly or the 
government. 

But Mr Modi has made 
dynastic politics an issue 
in the elections and the 
message has percolated 
down to the people.... 

The Prime Minister spends 
most of his time abusing the 
Congress party. It’s an obses¬ 
sion with him. In electoral pol¬ 
itics, you survive by the credi¬ 
ble work you do, the political 
ideology you espouse and your 


connect with the people. A po¬ 
litical family has the same 
rights as others to join politics 
and claim leadership posi¬ 
tions. I came from a very hum¬ 
ble background in the same 
town of Gulbarga, now 
Kalaburagi, to become a minis¬ 
ter in the Centre, the Opposi¬ 
tion leader in the Lok Sabha, 
that also happened in the Con¬ 
gress party! And I’m not the 
only one, many of us from the 
depressed classes, from a rural 
background, came into main¬ 
stream politics, gained nation¬ 
al prominence through the 
Congress. Some went on to be¬ 
come Prime Ministers and 
Presidents of India. Those who 
seek to vilify the Congress 
want the people to believe oth¬ 
erwise. As if the world began 
with them! 

The BJP followed a strat¬ 
egy of man-to-man mark¬ 
ing, to surround prominent 
Congress and JD(S) leaders 
in Karnataka in such a 
manner that they got 
restricted to their constitu¬ 
encies. Now, the day of 
polling is upon you. Did 
the Congress not have a 
counter-strategy? 

I know the Prime Minister does 
not want our voices to be in the 
Lok Sabha. He did not like the 
way I raised a whole lot of is¬ 
sues to corner the government, 
from natural security to wom¬ 
en’s security and the rights of 
the Dalits. Whether I’ll be in 
the Lok Sabha or not is not de¬ 
pendent on the BJP strategy 
but the people’s wishes—the 


choice the people make. 

Speaking of people, never 
before has party manifes¬ 
tos been highlighted so 
much as in these elections. 
Both the BJP and the 
Congress has made a string 
of promises. Rahul Gandhi 
is repeatedly talking of 
NYAY. But has the message 
of a minimum income 
scheme reached the 
ground? 

It’s a unique scheme, much 
thought and research has gone 
into making the NYAY propos¬ 
al. The Congress does not be¬ 
lieve in jumlanomics. We are a 
responsible party. When we 
make a pitch for something, it 
means we have weighed the 
pros and cons.... But I do feel it 
would have been better if we 
had more time to take the mes¬ 
sage to the people. 

Your critics, some econo¬ 
mists among them, and of 
course the BJP, feel that 
NYAY is unviable. That it 
would either entail cutting 
of existing subsidies or 
increase tax burden.... 

The same critics said many 
such things on MNREGA. But 
what happened? There will al¬ 
ways be naysayers. However, a 
discussion on people’s liveli¬ 
hood issues is much better 
than the communal rhetoric of 
the BJP that vitiates the atmos¬ 
phere. We want to make our 
points through policy propos¬ 
als, they want to make a point 
by fielding the likes of Pragya 
Thakur.

AFTER being muzzled by the 
Election Commission of India

BSP chief held PM Narendra 
Modi responsible for the al¬ 
leged ‘fall in the integrity of 
country’s institutions’. “Male¬ 
gaon blast case accused and 
BJP candidate from Bhopal 
Sadhvi Pragya is claiming that 
she is contesting a ‘dharm yud- 
dh’. This is the real face of 
BJP/RSS which is being ex¬ 
posed continuously. But why is 
the Commission only issuing 
notices and not cancelling 
the nomination of BJP 
ratna (gem) Pragya?” 
Mayawati tweeted. 

“If the Election 
Commission is not 
able to work in an im¬ 
partial manner to the 
satisfaction of people de¬ 
spite severe criticism in the 
media, it is an issue of grave 
concern for democracy and no 
one else but BJP and PM Modi, 
who are surrounded by serious 
electoral allegations.”

So, our interest is low,” ad¬ 
mitted Pawan Yadav, 41, a chem¬ 
ist at Hasanpur. But then, 
Mukesh’s Sahni caste aided by 
Mallah-Kewat’s and fishermen 
enjoy huge clout among the 
Pachpaniya castes, which 
makes him a candidate in lead. 

To consolidate Yadavs, RJD’s 
Tejashwi Yadav has cam¬ 
paigned intensively and asked 
the voters to vote Sahni in order 
to help Lalu Prasad, lodged in 
jail in a fodder case. 

From the NDA side, CM Nit- 
ish Kumar, Deputy CM Sushil 
Kumar Modi, LJP Chief Ram 
Vilas Paswan, Chirag Paswan 
and many others have criss¬ 
crossed the constituency too.

The agency also quoted an 
unamed “senior Asian coun¬ 
ter-terrorism official” as say¬ 
ing the attack was likely car¬ 
ried out by a group with 
“significant operational ca¬ 
pability and skilled 
commanders”. 

The Lankan government 
had already said that foreign 
errorist organisation were 
indicated in the attack, which 
they say was carried out by a 
little-known local Muslim 


group National Thowheed 
Jamath. 

Separately, for members of 
Sri Lanka’s Muslim commu¬ 
nity, it’s no surprise that Na¬ 
tional Thowheed Jamath is 
being blamed. 

Hilmy Ahamed, vice presi¬ 
dent of the Muslim Council 
of Sri Lanka, said he warned 
military intelligence officials 
about the group and its lead¬ 
ers about three years ago. 

“Targeting the non-Muslim 
community is something 
they encourage - they say 
you have to kill them in the 
name of religion,” Ahamed 
said in a phone interview 
from Colombo on Monday “I 
personally have gone and 
handed over all the docu¬ 
ments three years ago, giving 
names and details of all these 
people. They have sat on it. 
That’s the tragedy.”

Talks between 
Sudanese and 
military rulers 
break down 

KHARTOUM 

TENSIONS escalated in Sudan 
on Monday after talks broke 
down between protesters and 
the country’s military rulers, 
who called for the reopening of 
roads blocked by sit-ins estab¬ 
lished during the uprising that 
drove President Omar al-Ba- 
shir from power. 

The protesters, who have 
been rallying outside the mili¬ 
tary headquarters in Khar¬ 
toum since April 6, have de¬ 
manded a swift handover of 
power to civilians. A military 
council has ruled since al-Ba- 
shir was forced from office on 
April 11 after nearly four 
months of mass protests 
against his 30-year rule. 

The military council issued a 
statement Monday calling for 
the “immediate opening of the 
roads and removal of the bar¬ 
ricades” around the sit-in in 
Khartoum. It asked that other 
roads, closed by similar pro¬ 
tests across the country, also be 
opened. The Sudanese Profes¬ 
sionals Association, which has 
led the protests, vowed to carry 
on with their sit-in. The um¬ 
brella of professional unions 
called for a march Tuesday and 
mass rallies on Thursday, when 
it plans to announce its own ci¬ 
vilian transitional council in a 
challenge to the military. 

Large crowds gathered out¬ 
side the military headquarters 
overnight, singing and dancing 
as protest leaders delivered 
fiery speeches. Qurashi Diefal- 
lah, a protester, said the army 
is “just an extension of the re¬ 
gime, which stole 30 years from 
us.” 

The organizers on Sunday 
suspended talks with the mili¬ 
tary council, saying it had 
failed to meet their demands 
for an immediate transfer to a 
civilian government.

Ukraine elects comedian who played

KIEV 

Ukraine leapt into the un¬ 
known Monday after comedi¬ 
an Volodymyr Zelensky was 
elected president on promises 
of change but with just a 
vague blueprint of what he 
might do as leader. 

Zelensky, whose previous 
experience in the world of pol¬ 
itics was playing the president 
on TV, trounced incumbent 
Petro Poroshenko in a sting¬ 
ing rebuke to the establish¬ 
ment fuelled by anger over 
war and social injustice.

The star of “Servant of the 
People”, a sitcom now in its 
third season, has vowed to 
pursue the pro-European 
course set out by his predeces¬ 
sor. But Zelensky has also said

On election night he ap¬ 
peared to taunt the Kremlin 
however, when he told people 
in fellow post-Soviet countries 
that “everything is possible.”

“too early to talk about Presi¬ 
dent Putin congratulating Mr 
Zelensky or about the possibil¬ 
ity of working together.” 


Moscow hesitant to 
welcome Zelensky 

Moscow: Russia’s reaction to 
comedian Volodymyr Zelensky’s 
poll win in Ukraine has been 
mixed, with the Kremlin refusing 
to congratulate him but others 
seeing an opportunity to improve 
ties after Moscow’s annexation 
of Crimea. The countries have 
been at loggerheads since a 
bloody uprising in Ukrainian 
capital Kiev ousted a Kremlin- 
backed regime in 2014. 

Ties between Ukraine and 
Russia were shredded after a 
bloody uprising ousted a 
Kremlin-backed regime in 
2014, prompting Moscow to an¬ 
nex Crimea and support in¬ 
surgents in a conflict that has 
claimed around 13,000 lives.

Sensex, Nifty indices hit as global crude prices touch six-month high; Sensex oil &gas index falls 3.2%; BPCL, HPCL among top losers 


ENS ECONOMIC BUREAU @ Mumbai 

GLOBAL crude oil prices 
climbed to a six-month high on 
Trump administration’s refus¬ 
al to extend sanction waivers 
to importers of Iranian oil, 
which includes India, affecting 
domestic equity and bond mar- 
kets. Benchmark indices, 
which had climbed to an all- 
time high last week on strong 
foreign portfolio inflows and 
pre-election sentiments, got 
spooked by oil price outlook. 


Sensex and Nifty saw a sharp 
single-day correction, resum¬ 
ing from Thursday’s trade to 
close at 38,645 (-495) and 11,594 
(-158) respectively, down by 
around 1.3 per cent. 

BSE’s oil & gas index fell 3.2 
per cent, and among the refin¬ 
ers, BPCL and HPCL lost close 
to 6 per cent, IOC 4 per cent and 
Reliance 3 per cent. “After a 
breathtaking rally of past two 
months, a correction was due 
in Indian markets; and crude 
oil has triggered it. Further, 


ongoing results season has pro¬ 
vided mixed performance till 
date. For the markets to sus¬ 
tain at elevated levels, it is im¬ 
portant for Indian corporate 
earnings to remain robust,” 
said Jagannadham Thunu- 
guntla of Centrum Broking. 

Reliance stock, despite a 
strong overall performance re¬ 
ported for the fourth quarter 
last Thursday, was pulled down 
by the weight of oil price news. 
HDFC Bank’s stable numbers 
reported on Saturday didn’t 



help the stock slipping into red 
on Monday. Bank stocks were 
in red as Jet Airways’ suspen¬ 
sion has cast a shadow on the 
possible NPA situation. 

“As markets halted its win¬ 
ning streak, the fear index rose 
to three-year high amidst the 
general elections and rising 
crude prices. The INDIA VIX 
climbed to above 24 levels, 
which indicates increasing 
concerns amongst market par¬ 
ticipants and is a sign of rising 
volatility,” said Ruchit Jain of 


Angel Broking. Nifty and Bank 
Nifty saw profit-booking in the 
last couple of sessions and a 
rise in volatility index could 
lead to some roller coaster rides 
in the short-term, he said. 

Meanwhile, NSE on Monday 
said 34 securities would be ex¬ 
cluded from the derivatives seg¬ 
ment for not meeting enhanced 
eligibility criteria. It includes 
SIB, Karnataka Bank, Indian 
Bank, NHPC, IRB Infrastruc¬ 
ture, Repco Home Finance, 
BEML and India Cements. 


New Delhi: Twitter on Monday 
said it has appointed former 
Networkl8 Digital chief executive 
Manish Maheshwari as the 
managing director of its India 
operations.

Spice Jet inks 
code-sharing pact 
with Emirates 


50,000 accounts under lens for dubious 
transactions during demonetisation

WITH Jet Airways downing 
shutters, SpiceJet on Monday 
announced a reciprocal code¬ 
share deal with Emirates, 
which will allow the Dubai- 
based airline to tap SpiceJet 
for passengers to Europe, 
North America and Africa. 

Code-sharing allows an air¬ 
line to book its passengers on 
partner carriers and provide 
seamless travel des¬ 
tinations where it 
has no presence. 

The code-sharing 
pact between the 
two airlines comes 
in the backdrop of 
Jet Airways tempo¬ 
rarily suspending 
its operations last 
week. 

Jet had a similar 
partnership with 
Etihad, as well as a 
tie-up with Emir¬ 
ates for sharing fly¬ 
ing miles. 

“This partnership 
should immensely 
benefit passengers 
travelling on both 
airlines. While 
SpiceJet passengers 
from across India will be able 
to enjoy seamless connectivi¬ 
ty, leveraging Emirates’ vast 
network across Europe, Afri¬ 
ca, America and the Middle 
East, those travelling to India 
on Emirates will be able to 
travel to 51 destinations 
across our domestic net¬ 
work,” said SpiceJet chair¬ 
man Ajay Singh. 

Since the grounding of Jet 


Airways, SpiceJet has in¬ 
creased its operations from 
Mumbai airport, which used 
to be a Jet hub. The budget 
carrier has also leased a large 
number of aircraft earlier op¬ 
erated by Jet, hired its staff, 
and is now eyeing destina¬ 
tions where Jet had a strong 
presence. 

SpiceJet said the partner¬ 
ship with Emirates will bol¬ 
ster the already extensive net¬ 
work of the latter by 
adding a total of 67 
weekly connections 
between Emirates’ 
hub in Dubai and 
the 51 growing desti¬ 
nations in India. 

Adnan Kazim, 
Emirates’ divisional 
senior vice-presi¬ 
dent, strategic plan¬ 
ning, revenue opti- 
mization and 
aeropolitical affairs, 
said that the part¬ 
nership with Spice¬ 
Jet “and the mutual 
expansion of our 
network will go a 
long way in further 
enhancing the trav¬ 
el experience of our 
customers in India 
as well as those heading to In¬ 
dia, benefitting travellers and 
businesses alike”. 

However, the announce¬ 
ment did not have a favoura¬ 
ble impact on SpiceJet stocks. 
The airline’s share prices 
fell by 8.10 per cent to ^125.15 
on the BSE on Monday. In 
the past five trading sessions, 
the scrip has gained 44.25 
per cent.

WITH the Central Board of Di¬ 
rect Taxes (CBDT) setting June 
30 as the deadline to dispose off 
demonetisation cases, the tax 
sleuths have zeroed up on on 
50,000 businesses and High Net- 
worth Individuals (HNI) over 
unexplained transactions dur¬ 
ing the period. 

“We have been pursuing all 
the high-ticket transactions 
done during the demonetisa¬ 
tion period. We have prepared 
a list of businesses and HNIs, 
who have done high-value 
transactions during the period. 
Out of the list, we have zeroed 
up on 50,000 for further action,” 
a senior CBDT official said. 

The official told TNIE that 
during preliminary enquiry, 
none from the list gave satisfac¬ 
tory explanations for the high- 
value transactions. 


“Not all high-value transac¬ 
tions were suspicious. We have 
issued notices in many cases 
and many concerned persons 
and businesses came up with 
explanations that were later 
verified to our satisfaction. 
(But), in these (50,000) cases, 
the explanations were either 
not satisfactory or it could not 
be verified separately. They 
need detailed probe,” he said. 

The CBDT had earlier identi¬ 
fied 87,000 cases, where assess¬ 
es had not filed their responses 
to income-tax notices issued 
post-demonetisation and had 
also issued directions to in¬ 
come tax offices across the 
country to probe financial 
transactions of about 3 lakh 


firms de-registered by the gov¬ 
ernment for tax evasion and 
money laundering. 

The IT department is likely 
to initiate action in the next 
few weeks. It is also looking 
into the accounts of businesses 
and people who stopped filing 
income-tax during the demon¬ 
etisation period. 

The number of taxpayers 
who stopped filing, which had 
been consistently falling from 
37.54 lakh in FY13 to 27.02 lakh 
in FY14,16.32 lakh in FY15 and 
8.56 lakh in FY16, jumped ten¬ 
fold to 88.04 lakh in FY17. These 
numbers do not include those 
who have passed away or whose 
PAN cards have been cancelled 
or surrendered in that year.

IRDAI’s sandbox regulations to see Max Life innovate

THE next product filing from 
Max Life Insurance could be a 
new idea filed under the most 
anticipated regulatory sand¬ 
box, the company’s deputy 
managing director V Viswa- 
nand told TNIE. 

The Insurance Regulatory 
and Development Authority of 
India’s (IRDAI) move to allow 
regulatory sandbox in the sec¬ 
tor soon is likely to see insur¬ 
ance firm come up with new 
ideas, as it gives them an oppor¬ 
tunity to experiment with prod¬ 


ucts before the regular launch. 

Viswanand said Max Life’s 
product department has sug¬ 
gested giving a premium holi¬ 
day after five years, which 
could be its next product filing. 
A premium holiday can be a 
great relief when policyholders 
face job losses or other contin¬ 
gencies, but at present, the reg¬ 
ulations say policy premium 
has to be paid every year. 

“IRDAI is now open to ideas, 
creating a regulatory sandbox 
for innovation. They are saying 
come with ideas ... in a month 
or two, the regulatory sandbox 


is coming,” Viswanand said. 
This will allow companies to 
come up with several new ide¬ 
as, like an event-based insur¬ 
ance, he said. 

“Event-based life insurance 
covers are something we are 
thinking of, how you can 
dial up and dial down. 

May be it will create 
more excitement among 
millennials,” Viswa¬ 
nand added. E-commerce 
has created a base among 
millennials and BFSI 
should be like e-com- 
merce, he said. 



Under the sandbox, insur¬ 
ance firms can test products up 
to a period of one year includ¬ 
ing products, policy, underwrit¬ 
ing to claims and distribution, 
and IRDAI would approve it as 
a “sandbox product”. 

Max Life’s recent sur¬ 
vey on insurance cov¬ 
erage showed the av¬ 
erage age of insurers 
to be at 36-37 and that 
chances of policy dis¬ 
continuation were 
higher among those 
who entered early, 
say by 21-22 


years. The survey also showed 
the uptake of term insurance 
being low, and an overwhelm¬ 
ing number of people feeling 
the policy cover is inadequate. 

“Here, we can do a lot on the 
product side. Mainly in the pro¬ 
tection space, because it is un¬ 
der-penetrated and customers 
will be willing to take ideas and 
bets,” Viswanand said. 

Pay as you go instead of pay¬ 
ing upfront for a term plan and 
plans on the retirement side 
are areas where innovations 
are needed, and they will be in 
the digital space, he said. 


Finmin to take stock of 
govt guarantees to CPSEs 

New Delhi: The finance ministry 
has asked all departments to 
undertake a review of government 
guarantees given by respective 
ministries to their CPSEs or 
entities. The review should 
undertake aspects like the 
discharge of repayment 
obligations or interest obligations 
as per terms of the loan 
agreement and covenants and 
conditions met, the ministry said. 
It also sought details of CPSEs or 
entities due guarantee fee paid on 
time to the government.

Coal imports rise 9% 
despite govt efforts

THE Central government’s 
plan to completely rely on 
Coal India (CIL) for domes¬ 
tic needs and have zero im¬ 
ports seems to have toppled, 
with coal imports soaring 
8.8 per cent to 233.56 million 
tonnes (MT) in 2018-19 amid 
domestic transport woes 
and rising power demands. 

In 2017-18, coal imports 
were at 214.61 MT, according 
to provisional data by 
mjunction services, based 
on monitoring of vessels’ 
positions and data received 
from shipping companies, 
“...coal and coke imports 
during 2018-19 through 31 
major and non-major ports 
are estimated to have in¬ 
creased by 8.83 per cent to 
233.56 MT (provisional) as 
compared to 214.61 MT (re¬ 
vised) imported in 2017-18,” 
the joint venture between 
Tata Steel and SAIL, which 
also publishes research re¬ 
ports on coal and steel verti¬ 
cals, said in a report. Non¬ 
coking coal imports were at 
164.21 MT in FY19, about 
13.25 per cent increase over 
144.99 MT recorded in FY18, 
while coking coal import 
was almost flat at 47.73 MT, 
against 47.22 MT in 2017-18. 

“The double-digit growth 
in thermal coal imports dur¬ 
ing 2018-19 was on expected 
lines and caused by the coal 
shortage at power plants un¬ 
til recently. In contrast, the 
bearish trend in steel con¬ 
sumption and prices, espe- 



coal was imported in 2018-19, 
despite efforts to cut imports

cially during the fourth 
quarter, restricted coking 
coal import,” mjunction MD 
and CEO Vinaya Varma said. 

The surge is so alarming 
that it has also forced CIL to 
start meeting power produc¬ 
ers individually and find 
ways to help them cut their 
dependence on imports in 
2019-20. It will also hold dis¬ 
cussions with those contem¬ 
plating imports this fiscal. 

Meanwhile, steel compa¬ 
nies have warned that im¬ 
ports of the fuel, which 
could drive up India’s goods 
trade and current account 
deficit, could rise further if 
adequate number of domes¬ 
tic washeries is not set up in 
public and private sectors.

According to the BofA-ML 
note, both the contingency and 
revaluation reserves of RBI 
are higher than the BRICS (as¬ 
sociation of economies of Bra¬ 
zil, Russia, India, China and 
South Africa) average and that 
transferring of this excess cap¬ 
ital to the government could 
ease liquidity as well as help in 
lending rate cuts. On the other 
hand, an RBI internal study

Meanwhile, BofA-ML also 
noted that RBI’s overall re¬ 
serves are now capped at 25.5 
per cent of the central bank’s 
books, above the Usha Thorat 
committee recommendation 
of 18 per cent and the Econom¬ 
ic Survey’s 16 per cent. Lower¬ 
ing the cap to 20 per cent could 
release over T1.9 lakh crore, it 
observed.

The six-member RBI panel

The financial health and pop¬ 
ularity of cricket’s latest avatar 
in the land of its adoption 
seems to be at its prime. The 
country may be in election 
mode, but the shortest version 
is matching the noise and buzz 
politicians are making. 

Indians are consuming the 
T20 format with a passion and 
energy that few can match 
across the world. 

In this world of instant grati¬ 
fication, even the fact that in a 
month from now the World Cup 


is to be held is of little conse¬ 
quence. Judging from their re¬ 
cent record, it is already being 
assumed that India are the fa¬ 
vourites. In a team that in¬ 
cludes strikers like MS Dhoni 
and Virat Kohli, can anyone 
dare to visualise any other re¬ 
sult other than an Indian win? 

Surprisingly, yes, some can. 

India has had enough time to 
build its team, work on its 
strengths and weaknesses 
while experimenting with the 
slots in the past one year. And 
yet they seem to have failed to 
finally create a balance in bat¬ 
ting and bowling that would 
give the team an edge over oth¬ 
ers. If the top order is formida¬ 
ble, the middle is brittle and

inexperienced while the bot¬ 
tom cannot hold. If the top four 
fail in a game, India exposes it¬ 
self to inexperience and even 
inability that could undermine 
their prospects in the 10-team 
tournament. 

It is quite a puzzle that a land 
where T20 is now religion and 
big hitting the staple diet, India 
does not have a glut of strikers 
and none of the calibre of an 
Andre Russell, who can make 
even unmanageable asking 
rates appear ridiculously easy 
It is even more difficult to fig¬ 
ure out why most of our bowl¬ 
ers are innocent in the art of 
smashing the ball. Can a team 
which goes into a battle with 
old fashioned tail-enders ex¬ 


pect to win cricket’s premier 
one-day trophy? 

It is this all-round strength 
that makes England the favour¬ 
ites and judging by the way 
Australia is faring of late, they 
may not be far behind. India to 
my mind were right up there 
but somehow, looking at this 
team, one is not that confident 
any more. What definitely gives 
India a menacing look is bowl¬ 
ing, with Jasprit Bumrah being 
the key. He is India’s trump 
card and it won’t be a bad idea 
to withdraw him from the later 
stages of the IPL. In fact, it 
won’t be a bad idea if all the 
key Indian players, who have 
been playing uninterrupted for 
more than a year now, are given 


some rest before the World Cup 
grind, and that should include 
Kohli and Dhoni as well. 

What a waste of talent and 
resources it would be, if an In¬ 
dian team lands in England for 
jaded, tired, nursing niggles 
with little appetite for a battle 
of skills with the best talents of 
the world. That should worry 
the Indian administrators 
(BCCI and Co A) as the players, 
including skipper Kohli and 
head coach Ravi Shastri had al¬ 
ready warned of that possibil¬ 
ity before the IPL began. Will 
the board do some rethinking 
and take wise decisions, even if 
they may be harsh on the IPL 
franchises, in the best interest 
of the Indian team?

FOR ALL the talk about the 
aura of invincibility they ex¬ 
ude, Chennai Super Kings 
couldn’t have picked a worse 
time to start showing cracks: 
the business end. 

Even as MS Dhoni and his su¬ 
percomputer of a brain went 
about almost achieving the im¬ 
possible — never have 26 runs 
been scored in a final over to 
win an IPL match — against 
Royal Challengers Bangalore 
on Sunday night, that chink be¬ 
came as glaring as it could get. 

Yes, many tongues wagged 
about how those three refused 
singles may have been opportu¬ 
nities lost. But none really 
touched upon how those could 
have come off the blades of 
Chennai’s top-five batsmen. 
Barring Ambati Rayudu, the 
rest scored 10 off 28. 

That top-order wobble in 
Bengaluru was just another in¬ 
stance of the regular spurts of 
deja vu that Chennai fans have 
been experiencing. They slid to 
27/3 against Rajasthan Royals, 
and in came Dhoni to rescue 
them. They were again reduced 
to 24/4 against Bangalore, and 
in came Dhoni again to rescue 
them. They spiralled from 79/0 
to 101/5 against Sunrisers Hy¬ 
derabad. With no Dhoni to res¬ 
cue them, they scored just 31 
more in the next 32, and eventu¬ 
ally lost. 

And now, Bengaluru hap¬ 
pened on Sunday; a loss that 
has extended Chennai’s wait 
for confirming a playoff spot. 
Even the best need a helping 
hand at times, but the Chennai 
skipper hasn’t been getting 
one. Barring him, no other 
batsman has crossed 300 this 


season. And even their strike 
rates have at least a 20-point rift 
as compared to Dhoni’s 137.11. 

“Last year (Shane) Watson, 
Fat (du Plessis), (Ambati) Ray¬ 
udu and (Suresh) Raina com¬ 
bined well. That’s why they 
won the title. This season, they 
have not gelled as a unit. They 
have been patchy The problem 
is lack of patience and poor 
shot-selection. Even in the 
slam-bang version of the game, 
you need to have patience and 
wait for the right ball to at¬ 
tack,” remarked former India 
spinner and selector Venkata- 
pathy Raju. 

“Plus, Chennai’s top-order 
need to be more prudent in 
their shot-selection. They have 
the experience. What is re¬ 
quired is for them to adopt the 
right method to exploit power- 
plays and later consolidate.” 

Even Chennai coach Stephen 
Fleming acknowledged this 
problem after that one-run de¬ 
feat. “We are being a bit reck¬ 
less and that comes about from 
guys who want to find form and 
do the job. But what is happen¬ 
ing is that we are relying heav¬ 
ily on Dhoni and Rayudu to 
patch things up. We won’t win 
the competition if this 
continues.” 

Last outing for Bairstow 

Jonny Bairstow and David 
Warner will turn out together 
for the last time in this IPL on 
Tuesday. The Englishman will 
leave for home after this match, 
for World Cup preparations. 
Warner will fly back to Austral¬ 
ia at the end of this month. The 
two have been lethal up top for 
Hyderabad, notching up four 
century stands in this season, a 
record for any T20 league.

RISHABH Pant returned to 
form with a blistering 36-ball 78 
not out as Delhi Capitals 
chased a stiff target of 192 
against Rajasthan Royals in an 
IPL match at Sawai Mangsingh 
Stadium on Monday. 

The six-wicket win pushed 
Delhi to the top of the table 
with 14 points as Rajasthan suf¬ 
fered their seventh defeat of 
the season. Pant’s unbeaten 
knock was only his second fifty 
of the season after the one he 
made against Mumbai Indians 
in Delhi’s first match. Delhi 
also had openers Shikhar Dha¬ 
wan (54 off 27) and Prithvi Sh¬ 
aw (42 off 39) to thank for lay¬ 
ing a platform for Pant with a 
72-run partnership in 7.3 overs. 

Earlier, blending panache 
with power, Ajinkya Rahane 
roared back to form with a 
scintillating century and pro¬ 
pelled Rajasthan to 191 for six. 

Rahane remained not out on 
105 off 63 balls, decorating his 
knock with three sixes and 11 
fours, while Steve Smith con¬ 
tributed 50 off 32 deliveries. 

Asked to bat after Shreyas 
Iyer called correctly at the toss, 
Rahane spearheaded Ra¬ 
jasthan Royals’ innings after 
getting a life on 16, the culprit 
being Ishant Sharma, who 
dropped a sitter at short fine- 
leg. The drop hurt the visitors, 
but Delhi did well to prevent 
Rajasthan from going past 200. 

Entering the game with over 
650 runs against Delhi in the 
league, Rahane chose his fa¬ 
vourite opponents to find form, 
and when he walked back to 
the dressing room, he had over 
750 to his name.

These were the 
scores of the opponents against 
Royal Challengers Bangalore 
after the first six overs in their 
first eight matches. They 
bowled 48 overs, gave away 421 
runs at 8.77 per over and took 
just three wickets. 

At least partially, the figures 
explain why Bangalore lost sev¬ 
en of their first eight matches. 
They conceded ground early on 
and found it difficult to come 


back. Pacers bowled 37 of those 
overs and spinners 11. Pacers 
Umesh Yadav, Mohammed 
Siraj, Tim Southee and Nav- 
deep Saini were all below par. 

However, things have chan¬ 
ged in the last two matches. Da¬ 
le Steyn, who was brought in as 
Nathan Coulter-Nile’s replace¬ 
ment, has been an asset in the 
powerplay. His outswing has 
troubled batsmen. When they 
have gone hard at him, he has 
induced false shots to take wi¬ 
ckets. The 35-year-old has sc¬ 
alped four so far, all in the first 



six. Chris Lynn, Shubman Gill, 
Shane Watson and Suresh Rai¬ 
na have been his victims. Due 
to him, a struggling team has 
dismissed the opponent’s key 
batsmen early on in the last two 
matches and won both. 

As a result of Steyn’s efforts, 
Bangalore are still hoping to 
make the playoffs. “In a T20 
game, getting a couple of wick¬ 
ets in the first six overs makes 
a big difference. And I thought 
in the previous games that is 
something we were lacking. 
You can see the difference 


straightaway, when we got a 
couple of wickets in the first 
two overs. He (Steyn) has been 
bowling really well,” said Ban¬ 
galore keeper Parthiv Patel. 

The South African’s perfor¬ 
mance seems to have rubbed 
off on other members of the 
bowling unit. Against Chennai, 
after Steyn took two in the first 
over, Umesh removed two more 
inside the first six. Saini con¬ 
ceded just one run in his only 
over inside the powerplay. In 
the previous game against Kol- 
kata, Saini had given away just 


seven runs in two overs for one 
wicket during the first six. 

Early wickets force batsmen 
to look for singles for a while 
instead of going for big shots 
and that’s when Kohli can get a 
few overs from all-rounders li¬ 
ke Marcus Stoinis. It happened 
on Sunday, as the Australian 
gave away just 20 runs from his 
three. Steyn’s inclusion has 
added life into the bowling at¬ 
tack, which lacked confidence 
earlier. “It (Steyn’s performa¬ 
nce) helps the other bowlers a 
lot. In the first six-seven games, 


our bowlers were going for a lot 
of runs. He comes in with dif¬ 
ferent energy, without any bag¬ 
gage of the past. He is also talk¬ 
ing to the youngsters and his 
experience makes a differ¬ 
ence,” quipped Parthiv. 

Despite winning three of th¬ 
eir last four games, Bangalore 
are still bottom of the table. Wi¬ 
th four games to go, they need 
to maintain this momentum.

CHINA has been a happy 
hunting ground for Prajnesh 
Gunneswaran over the last 20 
months. In 2017, as the Indian 
was tip-toeing around the Fu¬ 
tures circuit, he won an event 
at Kunshan. 

The 27 ranking points he 
won helped him break the top 
250 barrier a few weeks later. 
In April 2018, he beat Yibing 
Wu 6-4, 6-2 in a deciding fifth 
rubber in an Asia- 
Oceania Davis Cup 
tie. Later that month, 
he upset three high¬ 
er-ranked players en 
route a title at the 
Anning Challenger, 
his first at that level. 

The 125 points he 
earned there put him 
inside the top 180 for 
the first time. 

A year later and 
Anning has again gi¬ 
ven him a reason to 
smile. Even though 
he failed to defend his first 
Challenger title — he lost in 
the final to Brit Jay Clarke on 
Sunday — his run has ens¬ 
ured that he will make the cut 
at Wimbledon. It’s for this rea¬ 
son that the Indian is all smi¬ 
les when you ask him wheth¬ 
er he felt the pressure of 
defending that many points 
for the first time. 

“There was some pressure 
but not because I won here 
last year,” he told this daily 
after the final against Clarke. 


“But, going into the tourna¬ 
ment I knew that if I did well 
here I could qualify for the 
main draw at Wimbledon. 
From that aspect, yes, I was 
itching to do well.” With an 
appearance at the French 
Open as well as at SW19 con¬ 
firmed, does he think he has 
exceeded expectations this 
season? “I should be pretty 
close for qualifying for the US 
Open too,” he smiles. “If I 
don’t have a disastrous next 
couple of months, I should 
make the main draw 
cut for US Open.” 

His belief isn’t 
misplaced. In the 
first six months of 
2018, he made 255 
points. This year he 
already has 255 
points in the bank, 
with more opportu¬ 
nities to rise up the 
ranking charts in the 
next few charts — 
his upcoming tour¬ 
naments include Mu¬ 
nich and Lyon (both 
ATP 250s) before the French 
Open. Even if he does have an 
end of year ranking goal in 
mind, he is quick to say the 
process is more important for 
him. “Being inside the top 40 
in six months time would be 
good but that is not going to 
be my main focus point. I am 
just going to be focussed on 
matches and that (the rank¬ 
ings) will take care of itself.” 

Considering that approach 
has put him in good stead so 
far, don’t bet against it.

Amit and Kavinder stun Olympic and world champs at Asian Championships to ensure medals

INDIANS beating world or 
Olympic champions is uncom¬ 
mon, be it in any sport. Two In¬ 
dians achieving that on the 
same day is unthinkable! That’s 
what boxers Amit Panghal and 
Kavinder Singh Bisht did, slay¬ 
ing giants of the business in 
the ongoing Asian Champion¬ 
ships, in Bangkok on Monday 
High performance director 
Santiago Nieva, who witnessed 
both the hits up close, understa¬ 
nds the significance of the 
duo’s performances. “They are 
from two of the strongest nati¬ 
ons. Both Amit and Kavinder 
did exceptionally well. It’s time 
to enjoy the moment,” Nieva 
told this newspaper. 


Amit got the better of Rio 
Olympic champ Hasanboy Dus¬ 
matov 4-1 to march into the 
semis and assure at least a 
bronze. Incidentally, this was 
the Haryana boxer’s second 
straight victory over his rival 
from Uzbekistan, proving that 
his Asian Games win was no 
fluke. In fact, that victory had 
added to his belief and he had 
entered the bout with plenty of 
confidence. “I was quite confi¬ 
dent this time. I knew if I put 
my best foot forward, I can beat 
him by a higher margin,” Amit, 
who’s competing in the 52kg 
category for the first time, said. 

Amit may be on a roll but his 
success has come after a couple 
of blows in the past. In his de¬ 
but year (2017), he had lost

twice against Dusmatov. The 
latter had beaten the armyman 
in this very competition, going 
on to clinch gold and had also 
trumped him during the World 
Championships (Hamburg) lat¬ 
er that year. 

“The fact that Amit is beat¬ 
ing him for the second time 
gives us extra joy It only proves 
that his victory during the 


Asian Games was not a one- 
off,” Nieva said. 

“Amit did have the psycho¬ 
logical edge but he still had to 
deliver. He read Dusmatov well, 
both from the outside and in¬ 
side,” he added. 

Before Amit, it was Kavinder 
who had stunned world champ 
Kairat Yeraliyev of Kazakh¬ 
stan in the morning session by 
a split verdict (3-2). It was a 
much-needed boost for the box¬ 
er from Uttarakhand, who had 
endured a tough 2018. After 
much reflection, he had shifted 
to a higher weight category 
(from 52kg to 56kg) and was un¬ 
der pressure to make it count. 
There were question marks if 
he could make the cut. The 
24-year-old, who had won gold 


in an international meet in Fin¬ 
land last month, has definitely 
done that. This is also his first 
major medal. 

“I was not concerned about 
his (Yeraliyev’s) track record. I 
was just focussed on myself. 
This is my first major tourna¬ 
ment in the new weight catego¬ 
ry and I had to prove myself. 
I’m happy with my perfor¬ 
mance,” Kavinder said.

Sans visa, TD

Gomathi, Toor bag gold 
on fruitful day in Doha

AN extraordinary kick in the 
dying embers helped Gomathi 
Marimuthu clinch a thrilling 
gold in 800m on the second 
day of the Asian Athletics 
Championships in Doha.

Dutee 
Chand finished a disappoint¬ 
ing fifth in women’s 100m fi¬ 
nal, clocking 11.44. In the sem¬ 
ifinals, Dutee rewrote the 
women’s 100m national record 
again, with a time of 11.26. 

In third with less than 100 
metres remaining for the tape, 
the 30-year-old Gomathi 
steamed past Margarita Mu- 
kasheva of Kazakhstan and 
China’s Wang Chunyu to 
clinch her maiden gold at this 


level. She clocked a personal 
best 2:02.70. 

Elsewhere, India’s emer¬ 
gence as an Asian powerho¬ 
use in javelin continued with 
Shivpal Singh winning silver. 
Singh, who hurled the spear 
to a personal best of 86.23m, 
also qualified for the World 
Championships to be held in 
the city later in the year. Ear¬ 
lier, India started the evening 
session with two more bronze 
medals, both coming in the 
400m hurdles, from Saritaben 
Gayakwad and MP Jabir. 

Disappointment was in store 
for other medal prospects, as 
Jinson Johnson did not even 
finish the 800m final. Likewise, 
in the men’s 400m final, both 
Arokia Rajiv, who finished 
fourth despite a personal best, 
and Mohammad Anas failed to 
add to the medals tally.

Grapplers look to ace model exam before final test

ONE gold, one silver and six 
bronze medals — India’s per¬ 
formance in the last edition of 
the Asian Wrestling Champi¬ 
onships was decent. 

But it wasn’t satisfactory as 
top grapplers including Ba- 
jrang Punia (65kg), Vinesh 
Phogat (50kg) and Sakshi Ma¬ 
lik (62kg) had to settle for a 
lesser medal. Phogat bagged 
silver while Punia and Malik 
secured a bronze medal each. 

The 2019 edition, which be¬ 
gins on Tuesday at Xi’an, Chi¬ 
na, will be a different test. In 
terms of the medals, it won’t 
hold much significance. But 
with tougher events like World 
Championships and Olympic 
qualification coming up, it will 
be a good platform for the 
wrestlers to test their skills. 

Among men, Punia will 
spearhead India’s challenge. 
The World No 1 in his weight 


category has been in fine form. 
The 25-year-old has missed the 
yellow metal only once since 
the Asian Championship last 
year. But more than winning 
gold in Xi’an, Punia will want 
to try out the new techniques, 
which he has been working on 
in India, after opting out of a 
training stint abroad. 

“I have been working on var¬ 
ious techniques at the SAI cen¬ 
tre. I have learnt from my mis¬ 
takes in the Worlds. Asian 
Championships will be the 
first tournament where I will 
be trying my new techniques,” 
said Punia, who won the gold 
medal in the Dan Kolov-Nikola 
Petrov Tournament in Bulgar¬ 
ia last month. “There, I can 
also gauge the shortfalls and 
prepare accordingly for tough¬ 
er competitions.” 

In women’s category, India 
will be a strong contender. All 
grapplers in the squad took 
part in the Beat the Streets

competition in Los Angeles 
and did well against American 
and Mexican wrestlers. They 
also had a fortnight-long train¬ 
ing stint at the US Olympic 
Training Center under foreign 
coach Andrew Cook. 

“All of our female wrestlers 
are experienced and are capa¬ 
ble of winning medals. They 
have worked on the defence 
mostly in Colorado. They will 
be up against Japanese wres¬ 
tlers and that’s good for their 
preparation for Worlds,” said 
Kuldeep Malik, women’s chief 
national coach. 

However, the eyes will be on 
Vinesh and Sakshi. Both of 
them had returned empty- 
handed from the World Cham¬ 
pionships and will be eager to 
make a mark. Phogat, who 
bagged silver in the Dan Kolov- 
Nikola Petrov Tournament in 
her new weight category 
(53kg), will continue her tran¬ 
sition. However, for Malik, it 


will be a last chance to get 
things right before the Olym¬ 
pic qualification events. 

“The problem is more psy¬ 
chological. She is doing well 
but is yet to get the confidence 
back. We’ve worked on her leg 
defence and a sports psycholo¬ 
gist is also helping her. We hope 
she gets her momentum back 
in China,” said Kuldeep, who 
was also happy with the asso¬ 
ciation of Tata Motors to help 
the wrestlers. “It will help con¬ 
solidate the facilities, support 
staff qualities and enhance the 
scientific approach for the 
players’ preparations. Their 
support is going to take Indian 
wrestling to the next level.” 

Besides them, Pooja Dhanda 
will be the one to look forward 
to. The 57kg specialist was the 
only female wrestler to return 
with a medal from the worlds. 
She also won gold in the Bul¬ 
garia event and will look to 
continue her good run.

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Malawi to pilot most advanced malaria vaccine 

Trade-named Mosquirix, the drug passed through five years of clinical trials in seven countries 


NEW SHOT 

LILONGWE: Malawi will on 
Tuesday spearhead large scale 
pilot tests for the world’s most 
advanced experimental malaria 
vaccine in a bid to prevent the 
disease that kills hundreds of 
thousands across Africa each 
year. 

After more than three decades 
in development and almost $1 
billion in investment, the cut- 
ting-edge trial will be rolled out 
in Malawi’s capital Lilongwe 
this week and then in Kenya 
and Ghana next week. 


It aims to immunise 1,20,000 
children aged two years and un¬ 
der to assess the effectiveness of 
the pilot vaccine and whether 
the delivery process is feasible. 
Four successive doses must be 
administered on a strict timeta¬ 
ble for it to work. 

Trade-named Mosquirix, the 
drug has been developed by 
British pharmaceutical giant 
GlaxoSmithKline in partner¬ 
ship with the PATH Malaria 
Vaccine Initiative. 

It passed previous scientific 
testing — including five years of 
clinical trials on 15,000 people in 



seven countries — and was ap¬ 
proved for the pilot programme 
in 2015. 

Malaria episodes reduced by 
40 per cent in the trials. 


Although the potential vac¬ 
cine will not give full protection 
against the mosquito-borne dis¬ 
ease, it is the furthest along in 
development and so far the most 
effective. 

Scientists say if it was rolled 
out on a large scale it could save 
hundreds of thousands of lives. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion (WHO) believes that the 
new vaccine brings a key new 
tool beyond mosquito nets, in¬ 
secticides and drugs in the bat¬ 
tle against the disease. Malaria 
killed 4,35,000 people in 2017. 
The majority of them were chil¬ 


dren under five in Africa. 

“Malaria can kill a child in 
less than 24 hours,” said re¬ 
searcher Tisungane Mvalo, a 
paediatrician at University of 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill 
Project-Malawi in Lilongwe. 

“And even if the child sur¬ 
vives, malaria can impact every 
organ, causing brain injury or 
even kidney issues. Prevention 
is better than treatment.” 

The UN health agency’s latest 
report on malaria showed that 
the number of cases climbed to 
219 million in 2017, two million 
higher than 2016. 


A novel fire 
extinguisher 
for space 

REVERSE CONCEPT 

TOKYO: Japanese sci¬ 
entists have developed 
a novel fire extinguish¬ 
er for use in space envi- 
roments that sucks in 
the flame as well as 
combustion product. 

The Vacuum Extin¬ 
guish Method (VEM), 
designed by research¬ 
ers at the Toyohashi 
University of Technol¬ 
ogy is based on the 
completely “reverse” 
operation of widely- 
used fire extinguisher, 
namely, spraying extin¬ 
guisher agents into the 
firing point. VEM is 
sucking the flame as 
well as combustion 
product, even fire 
source, by vacuum into 
the vacuum chamber to 
remove the firing mat¬ 
ters from the space of 
interest. This reverse 
concept shall be suita¬ 
ble for the special envi¬ 
ronments that are high¬ 
ly enclosed — such as 
space vehicles and sub¬ 
marines — to prevent 
or suppress spreading 
the harmful combus¬ 
tion products such as 
fume, particulate mat¬ 
ters, toxic gas compo¬ 
nent across the entire 
enclosed cabin. 

The research team ex¬ 
pects VEM to be an up¬ 
coming technique in fu¬ 
ture space missions and 
that the concept would 
also be applicable for ex¬ 
tinguishing fire in vacu¬ 
um conditions which is 
unmanageable with cur- 
rently-used extinguish¬ 
ers such as metal 
powder fire.

EXERCISE BUDDY 

DOG owners are estimated to be four times more likely 
than their peers to meet recommended physical activity 
guidelines, according to a study that highlights the role 
that dogs may help to keep humans healthy. It is recom¬ 
mended that adults should do at least 150 minutes of mod- 
erate-to-vigorous physical activity per week. Dog owner¬ 
ship is expected to encourage physical activity, but it has 
been unclear whether this effect occurs in all members of 
a dog-owning household or whether dog walking replaces 
other forms of exercise. Dog owners walk more frequently 
and for longer periods than non-dog owners, according to 
the study published in the journal Scientific Reports. 


PLASTIC FILTH 

LESBOS ISLAND: Knee-deep in 
water on a picture-postcard Les¬ 
bos island beach, a team of Greek 
university students gently depos¬ 
its a wall-sized PVC frame on the 
surface before divers moor it at 
sea.

5-metre frames are part of an ex¬

“This was the first big day,” 
says project supervisor Konstan- 
tinos Topuzelis, an assistant pro¬ 
fessor at the University of the Ae¬ 
gean department of Marine 
Sciences, said of the scene from 
last week. 

“All the targets were carried 
into the sea, the satellites passed 
by and we’re ready to fill out the 
first report.” The results of the 
experiment — Satellite Testing 



and Drone Mapping for Marine 
Plastics on the Aegean Sea — by 
the university’s Marine Remote 
Sensing Group will be presented 
at a ESA’s symposium in Milan in 


May. “The main advantage is that 
we are using existing tools,” 
which brings down costs and 
makes it easier to scale up, says 
Dimitris Papageorgiou, one of 
the 60 undergraduate and post¬ 
graduate students who worked on 
the experiment. 

The team gathered some 2,000 
plastic bottles and lashed them to 
the frames. Other targets were craft¬ 
ed with plastic bags, as these are 
even harder to spot in the water.

among the key fac¬ 
tors causing a steep 
rise in men falling 
victims to abduction, according to 
the city police. As many as 21 cas¬ 
es of abduction of adult men 
were registered till March 31 this 
year, as compared to 38 cases in 
the entire 2018, figures from the 
City Crime Records Bureau 
(CCRB) show. 

This does not, however, mean 
that Bengaluru is unsafe, as all the 
cases involve ransom collection, 
the police said. “Some of these cas¬ 
es include rowdy elements, where 
along with extortion, we register 
them under kidnapping as well. 
Most of them are due to personal 
rivalries,” T Suneel Kumar, Police 
Commissioner, said. The police 
have been successful in ensuring 
the safe return of victims this 
year, officials said. 

“Through body language and fa¬ 
cial recognition, we are able to 
identify the abductors. Ransom 
collection, personal revenge and 


threats are the main reasons be¬ 
hind the crime,” K Ajay Kumar, 
Deputy Commissioner of Police 
(Control Room), said, adding that 
the process of nabbing the perpe¬ 
trators would be hastened after 
the installation of 5,000 CCTV 
cameras in the city. “As of now, 
we use cameras of ATMs or near¬ 
by shops,” he said. 

The number of cases involving 
abduction of women reached sev¬ 
en till March-end. “Many of these 
cases concern elopement, and the 
family registers a case saying the 
girl was kidnapped,” DCP (South¬ 
east) Isha Pant said. “We later find 
out that the elopement was consen¬ 
sual and if both are adults, we dis¬ 
pose the case,” she added, assert¬ 
ing that kidnapping cases are 
taken seriously 

Among the men abducted this 
year was a businessman who was 
kidnapped for the fourth time by 
his former employees. Earlier this 
month, the police arrested three 
people for allegedly kidnapping 
the startup owner as he was una¬ 
ble to pay their salaries. Another 
case involved a plumber with a his¬ 
tory of vehicle thefts. He was ar¬ 
rested with two of his associates 
last month in connection with the 


eight-hour abduction and robbery 
of a Chennai-based software engi¬ 
neer. The technology professional 
was abducted from Electronics 
City Phase 2 while he was waiting 
at a bus stand. The culprits 
snatched his debit cards and forced 
him to reveal the PIN after threat¬ 
ening to kill him. The gangsters 
withdrew ^45,000 from the vic¬ 
tim’s account. 

Another incident took place 
last month where four men 
boarded an Ola cab and ab¬ 
ducted the driver before as¬ 
saulting and robbing him. 

The unidentified assail¬ 
ants allegedly even video- 
called his wife and took 
screenshots after asking 
her to strip.

Another month to go 
before Bellandur lake 
gets all 50 CCTV cameras

T he recent frothing of Bellandur lake has 
again triggered debate on the efforts of Bru- 
hat Bengaluru Mahanagara Palike (BBMP), 
Bangalore Water Supply and Sewerage 
Board (BWSSB) and Bangalore Development 
Authority (BDA) for the upkeep of water bodies 
in the city. Citizens are now raising questions 
about the delay in implementation of the project 
by BBMP to install surveillance cameras around 
Bellandur lake. 

Taking cognisance of the repeated incidents 
of fire and the increasing water pollution due to 
dumping of garbage in the 951-acre lake, BBMP 
had sanctioned construction of watchtowers at 


Loud pubs may not bo music to ears 


Parents, take note: 
Noisy toys may even 
cause nearing loss 


Suspecting that her five- 
year-old son had stopped 
responding to sounds, a 
mother recently took the 
child to an ENT specialist 
in the city. The child had 
normal hearing until then. A 
detailed evaluation revealed 
that he was suffering from 
moderate to severe hearing 
loss, for which he needed 
hearing aid. The doctor 
explored further, and dis¬ 
covered a startling reason - 
a toy police car with a siren 
whose sound reached over 
110 decibel (dB). Noisy toys 
are one of the main reasons 
for hearing issues in infants 
and children, said 
Dr Girish Anand M S, 
consultant-ENT, Aster CMI 
Hospital, who examines 
five to six cases a month 
related to hearing loss in 
kids. “Some children have 
wax in the ears, and the 
problem gets resolved with 
its removal. Other reasons 
may be birth defects, high 
fever, etc. When children 
who have normal reports at 
birth and no other history 
suffer from hearing loss, it 
raises suspicions of noise- 
induced hearing loss. I have 
identified two such cases this 
month,” he added. According 
to KrishnakumarG, audi¬ 
ologist, CEO and founder of 
HearFon Hearing and Speech 
Clinic, continuous exposure 
to loud noises can also cause 
irritability in a child. “Parents 
should muffle noisy toys 
before the child is allowed to 
play with it,” he said. 


Precautions 

Use a Decibel meter app 
to buy toys that sound less 
than 85 dB. 


See that the child keeps 
such toys away from ears 

Discourage kids from using 
earphones for devices

A s much fun as a visit to a 
favourite pub sounds, doc¬ 
tors say the loud music 
may have serious conse¬ 
quences. Many patients in the 
age group of 25 to 45 years are 
seeking medical help now, 
complaining of temporary 
hearing loss or buzzing sound 
in the ear, after repeated expo¬ 
sure to high decibel sounds at 
pubs. In extreme cases, it may 
also lead to loss of hearing, 
doctors say 

Exposure to noise levels 
over 85 dB can lead to damage 
to the hearing cells, Dr Girish 
Anand MS, consultant-ENT, 
Aster CMI Hospital, said. 
“Noise levels at pubs may 
reach up to 110 decibels, 
which definitely cause dam¬ 
age to the ears. It can lead to 
a weakening of the hearing 
cells in the initial stages, 
called temporary threshold, 
for about 3-4 hours, after 
which the cells revert to nor¬ 
mal. However, some people 
develop permanent damage 
to the cells, leading to hear¬ 
ing loss,” he said, adding that 
people may also experience 
sounds in the ear, called tin¬ 
nitus, which suggests dam¬ 
age to the inner ear. 

“If evaluated immediately, 
certain precautions can be 
taken to prevent further dam¬ 
age. Otherwise, it can lead to 
permanent damage which 
would require use of hearing 
aids,” Anand pointed out, 
talking about a 40-year-old 
patient who complained of 


severe giddiness, vomiting, 
decreased hearing and ear 
pain following a visit to a pub 
with his friends. He was seat¬ 
ed next to the stereo, and the 
malfunctioning speaker was 
giving out a loud blast of 
sound. The man began expe¬ 
riencing severe pain in the 
ear. Medical examination 
found that he had suffered a 
tear in the eardrum. His 
symptoms improved after im- 
mediate medication was 
started, and the tear in the 
eardrum healed in 15 days. 

The situation gets worse 
when people smoke or con¬ 
sume liquor, as alcohol caus¬ 
es neural issues in the body 
which may worsen upon ex¬ 
posure to loud music, Dr Sub- 
ramanya Rao, consultant 
ENT, Head and Neck Onco 
Surgeon, Columbia Asia Re¬ 
ferral Hospital, Yeshwanth- 
pur, said. Doctors say one 
should take preventive meas¬ 
ures such as avoiding seats 
near the stereo, using ear 
muffs or ear plugs, and tak¬ 
ing breaks to step out of the 
noise zone. 

Pub owners say they are re¬ 
quired to keep the music vol¬ 
ume below 65 dB. “When we 
apply for the music licence, 
the Pollution Control Board 
checks our volume levels, 
which are required to be be¬ 
low 65 dB,” Mukesh Tolani, 
the owner of To it in Indirana- 
gar, said, adding, “The music 
levels are pre-recorded on the 
system and we try to keep it 
low so that people can have 
conversation without any 
disturbance.”

But 
they still dump waste at other parts of the Bellan¬ 
dur lake, where there are no CCTV cameras,” 
Vishrut Singh, a resident of Yemlur, said. 

The installation of 50 CCTV cameras will be 
over in one month, the Solid Waste Manage¬ 
ment (SWM) department of BBMP told CE. 
“Miscreants set the foliage on fire and throw 
rubbish in the lake,” Sarfaraz Khan, Joint 
Commissioner of SWM Department, BBMP, 
said. “If we can stop such activities, we can 
definitely control the problem to a great ex¬ 
tent,” he added. 

BBMP has proposed installation of 50 cam¬ 
eras near different outlets and inlets of the lake, 
along with exclusive control rooms. “We have 
already installed 15 cameras, but there was a de¬ 
lay in the project because of the difficulty to 
reach the tower locations and interruptions in 
power supply,” Khan said.

G lobal Languages at the 
Bengaluru Central Univer¬ 
sity has introduced four 
new languages this year - 
Thai, Hebrew, Polish and 
Dutch. This is in addition to the 
other languages it teaches, 
which are French, German, 
Spanish, Italian, Portuguese, 
Finnish, Japanese, Chinese, 
Korean, Russian and Arabic. 
Techies and students seem to 
be the most popular takers for 
such courses. 

This year, 150 students signed 
up for the foreign language 
classes, as opposed to 120 last 
year. “Most of them are from 
the IT background, translators 
and students who wish to learn 
a foreign language based on the 
country they want to pursue 
their higher studies in. Engi¬ 
neers about to visit a different 
country for a project also join 
to get an idea of the language 


and culture,” said centre co¬ 
ordinator Jyothi Venkatesh. 
German has about 60 students 
and Japanese has about 30 stu¬ 
dents, which are the highest 
compared to other languages. 

Nidhi K V, a third-year stu¬ 
dent at Sapthagiri College of 
Engineering, Hesarghatta 
Main road, has plans to pursue 
a Masters in science in a Euro¬ 
pean country. The biotechnol¬ 


ogy student has signed up for 
German classes to gain com¬ 
petitive advantage since the 
language is spoken widely in 
those countries. “They give us 
projects that require us to pre¬ 
sent any topic related to Euro¬ 
pean culture, like clothes or 
food. We have to do the whole 
thing in German. This im¬ 
proves our conversational 
skills and helps learn the lan¬ 


guage sooner,” she explains. 

Agreed Anthony Johnson 
Yesudas, a freelance aerospace 
engineer, who is now pursuing 
Spanish after French, Germa¬ 
ny and Portuguese. “The class¬ 
es at BU are useful as the pro- 
fessors are trained and 
efficient. The different levels, 
such as Al, A2, diploma and ad¬ 
vanced diploma, also help since 
they gradually up the difficulty 
level, making the language eas¬ 
ier to learn,” he says. Yesudas 
used to work with the Defence 
Research and Development Or¬ 
ganization (DRDO) and works 
with clients or companies situ¬ 
ated in Europe. “So learning 
new languages is a must for 
me,” he adds. 

The course for the new lan¬ 
guages started this March and 
is conducted on weekends for 
three hours at Bengaluru Cen¬ 
tral University. The four-month 
course costs about ^8,000 and 
students are given certification 
after completion.

dogs love as much as they 
love their hoomans — food”. He 
started with an investment of 
^4,00,000 and a home-kitchen in 
Koramangala, offering monthly 
subscription to customers. Fresh¬ 
ly cooked food is delivered thrice a 
week, which is customised as per 
the requirement of the dog based 
on life stages, breed, health, etc 
and specifically, for the senior and 
ill dogs. They offer different meal 
plans, including everyday meal 
plans, puppy meals, weight loss 
plans, renal diet plans, diet liver 
issues and skin infection, cancer 
support diets. “Our meals are cus¬ 
tomised based on the specifica¬ 
tions of each pet, their weight, 


breed, age,” he says. 

Currently operational in Ben¬ 
galuru, the price for the service 
ranges from ?500 per kg for grain- 
free chicken meal and vary ac¬ 
cording to the specification of the 
clientele. While they’ve had 40 cli¬ 
ents so far, Malhotra still recalls 
his first clients, Yuki and Pixie. 
“Weight loss diets were chosen for 
them both. Pixie had hip dysplasia 
and has now been weighing 
34 kg since the last one year, 
while Yuki has now moved to a 
renal diet with minimal 
kidney issues as he is a senior 
dog,” he says. 

The challenge, Malhotra points 
out, has been getting customers 
to shift to natural home-cooked 
meal for dogs, as kibble is pre¬ 
scribed by the doctors. “Some¬ 
times, there is a need to combat 
the trust of the doctor even though 
there are legitimate facts to prove 
the long-term effects of kibble on 
the pets,” he says. 

By 2021, Malhotra hopes to 
impact one lakh dogs, start 
services across metros, open 
more kitchens in Bengaluru, and 
start a chain of restaurants exclu¬ 
sively for dogs.

That explains 
the hurriedly short trial of 
Jamie Lannister right at the 
start of the episode. With that, 
all three Lannisters have now 
been put on trial and the out¬ 
comes for all three have been 
based on one word, honour - in¬ 
dividual, familial and per¬ 
ceived. But what is also inter¬ 
esting is that all three 
Lannisters have the same emo¬ 
tion that underpinned their 
trials: Remorselessness. In 
stark contrast (pardon the 
pun) with Cersei’s, Jaime’s is 
probably the greatest redemp¬ 
tive arc we have seen in mod¬ 
ern day television. 

The heartfelt (and only) 
apology he makes, ends with 
one of the most threatening re¬ 
veals about his fate. Shocked, 
he still gathers the courage 


necessary to move on to the 
next. His repartee with Bri- 
enne of Tarth as they both dis¬ 
cuss Podrick can be thought of 
as a metaphor for Jaime’s arc 
too. But it doesn’t stop there for 
Jaime and Brienne, who have 
one of the most brilliant 
scenes in the series history. It 
is interesting to note the paral¬ 
lels here. Remember the last 
time Brienne knelt before a 


man, one whom she loved, on 
the eve of war? There is also a 
famous book easter egg 
dropped here in the form of 
Jaime doing the deed he does. 
It was much the same way he 
got his wish fulfilled at the 
hands of Ser Arthur Dayne, a 
Kingsguard for Aerys, the Mad 
King. 

Aside from Jaime, this epi¬ 
sode had chock full of fore¬ 


shadowing for Tyrion in par¬ 
ticular. Getting called a fool for 
the second week straight 
doesn’t bode well for the man 
who ‘drinks and knows things’. 
Add to this, him recalling to 
Jaime his season 1 wish of how 
he would like to die, things 
went dark quite fast for our fa¬ 
vourite dwarf. But he dropped 
a stray sentence in the middle 
of the episode, where he pro¬ 
claims that he believes ‘we still 
may live through this’ (the 
only one expressing that in a 
hopeful manner, albeit with 
some sarcasm) and that com¬ 
bined with the rest of his ac¬ 
tions only makes me ask the 
question I didn’t think I would: 
Is Tyrion working hand-in- 
glove with Cersei and actually 
a traitor? There is one menac¬ 
ing line he utters about how he 
would treat Cersei after he 
meets her at King’s Landing. 
What was the deal that took 
place in the season 7 finale? 

Emotions ran high all epi¬ 
sode. Tormund and Edd ar¬ 
rived quite early and get told 
them they only have till sun¬ 


rise to prepare their defenses. 
Soon after, we get numerous 
small moments that are so typ¬ 
ical of Game of Thrones that 
you alternate between smiling 
and trying to hold back tears. 
Be it Sansa’s emotional reun¬ 
ion, the meeting between the 
series’ resident atheist and its 
fire sword-toting messenger of 
god, the sword that Arya really 
wants from Gendry or the final 
stand of the remaining Night’s 
Watch. 

With the episode coming to 
its end, the show, just like they 
had promised in promotions 
prior, answered the question: 
Who really is the Night King’s 
target? The truth is revealed 
when the war council meets 
and puts an elaborate plan for 
its last stand at Winterfell 
against the army of the dead. 
But in true Game of Thrones 
style, just when you think the 
answers are all out there, in 
comes not one but three poten¬ 
tial events foreshadowing that 
things will go absolutely awry 
First is the mutiple references 
to the crypts of Winterfell. Sec¬ 


ond is the final shot of the epi¬ 
sode with one glaring omis¬ 
sion. And third, and my most 
favourite, is the song that 
Podrick sings: Jenny’s Song. 
Pay close attention. 

Everytime a song from the 
ASOIAF book lore comes to the 
series, it has had a lasting im¬ 
pact. The Bear and The Maiden 
Fair in Season 2, Rains of Cas- 
tamere in Seasons 2 and 3, The 
Dornishman’s Wife in Season 5 
and now, Jenny’s Song. It is the 
song of Jenny of Oldstones, a 
peasant girl for whom a Targa- 
ryen king threw away his right 
to rule, for the sake of love. 
When Pod (and later Florence 
and The Machine in the end 
credits) sings the song, the 
shots that followed reminded 
me the most of one particular 
song the most. Pippin’s in Lord 
of The Rings as he sings to 
Denethor while Faramir goes 
to his death. Given GRRM’s 
love for LOTR lore, I just hope 
that the next episode is more a 
Helm’s Deep than Battle of Os- 
giliath. Either way, tears are 
guaranteed. Brace. 
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
